CONTRACTS GO WHERE ABILITY IS CONCENTRATED 
California Leads in Defense Work, to Continue

WASHINGTON—California's share of defense con- 


tracts is the biggest in the nation sad will grow even 
larger, a Pentagon report indicated Saturday. 


Last year, $5,277,000.000 in military prime contracts 


were placed in the state, 23.9 per cent of the national total. 


Of even more significance, California received 4134 


per cent of all contract awards for experimental, develop- 
mental, test and research work. The total was $2,491,- 
669,000. 


"This is of major importance," the report said, 


"because any company which has conducted or managed 
the research and development work on a new weapons 
system and has assembled the engineering talent and 
experience for this purpose, is obviously in an exception- 
ally strong position to compete for the follow-on produc- 


tion contracts, and for new developmental contracts, as 
well" 


Deputy Defeese Secretary Rpswell L. Cilpatrk siid 


tne report, which shows the geographic distribution of 
defense contracts, was prepared in response to many 
inquiries. Most of these have come from congressmen and 
senators in Northeastern and Middle Western states. 
They complain often that the geographic shift is causing 
economic dislocation and unemployment in their states. 


The Defense Department offered little hope to these 


states for immediate relief. It emphasized that military 
production has shifted away from mass-produced tanks, 
trucks and heavy ordnance into research, development 
and small-quantity production. 


"It should be recognized," said Gilpatric, "that de- 


fense must seek its needs where capability exists, in 
order to be responsive to the technological requirements 
of modern warfare." 


The geographic distribution of research and develop- 


ment coutracls has "undoubted potential significance in 
the future placement of production orders," Gilpatric said. 


Just how the changes in weapons systems have 


affected geographic production was shown 
in the 


statistics assembled. In 1953, missiles accounted for only 
0.5 per cent of all military contracting. By 1961, they 
took up 33.6 per cent. Meanwhile, electronics contracts 
rose from Hi per cent in 1953 to 18 per cent in 1961. 
By the end of that year, missiles and electronics between 
them took up over half of all prime hard-goods contracts. 


This almost reversed the standing of mass produced 


ordnance for conventional warfare. In 1953, it constituted 
50 per cent of military spending. By 1961, it had shrunk 
ot 12.4 per cent of the total. 


States hardest hit by the shift were Michigan (down 


from 9.5 per cent of the total to 2.7 per cent), Indiana, 
Illinois, Ohio, and Wisconsin. 


States showing the biggest percentage gains were 


California, Massachusetts, Texas, Colorado and Florida- 


As a result of the shift, defense production showed 


"a strong tendency toward concentration of contracts in 
California, and in the coastal strip from Boston to Wash- 
ington." the report said. 


"A region that gains a long head-start in a new and 


expanding field of procurement is bound to enjoy an 
enduring advantage, especially when research and de- 
velopment is a primary element," it continued. "Success- 
ful R&D leads to follow-on production contracts, and in 
turn, engineering work creates a riew R&D capability. 
The process is circular, and it regenerates itself." 


Of prime importance in the assignment of research

pared at the time by the 
State Department on spy 
operations in Argentina 
said that information

you can be, what you will be. They are your rallying 
point to build courage when courage seems to fail, to 
regain faith when there seems to be little cause for 
faith, to create hope when hope becomes forlorn. 


"Unhappily, 1 possess neither that eloquence of 


diction, that poetry of imagination, nor that brilliance 
of metaphor to tell you all that they mean. 


"The unbelievers will say they are but words, but 


a slogan, but a flamboyant phrase. Every pedant, 
even- demagogue, every cynic, every hypocrite, every 
troublemaker, and, I am sorry to say, some others of 
an entirely different character, will try to downgrade 
them even to the extent of mockery and ridicule. 


"But these are some of the things they build. They 


build your basic character..They mold you for your gQg HOUSER 
future roles as the custodians of the nation's defense. 
They make you strong enough to know when you are 
weak, and brave enough to face yourself when you 
are afraid. 


"They teach you to be proud and unbending in 


honest failure, but humble and gentle in succes; not 
to substitute words for actions, nor to seek the path 
of comfort, but to face the stress and spur of difficulty 
and challenge; to learn to stand up in the storm, but 
to have compassion on those who fall; to master your- 
self before you seek to master others; to have a heart 
that is clean, a goal that is high; to learn to laugh, yet 
never forget how to weep; to reach into the future, yet 
never to neglect the past; to be serious, yet never take 
yourself too seriously; to be modest so that you will 
remember the simplicity of true greatness, the open 
mind of true wisdom, the meekness of true strength.

. When France's distinguished Minister of Culture, 


writer and critic Andre Malraux, came to Washington, he 
was given the big treatment. The White House put on a 
glittering state dinner with music by Violinist Isaac Stern 
and a trio. This was followed by a chic weekend lunch at • 
the Kennedy retreat in the nearby Virginia fox-hunting 
country. 


While Malraux was being feted on his non-official visit, 


Norway's Premier Einar Gerhardsen also was here on an 
official visit. He got rather casual treatment—one small 
White House lunch. The First Lady, moreover, was absent 
from Gerhardsen's return.reception at Blair House, just a 
stone's throw away from the White House. She said she 
had a cold. 


The Norwegians had been persuaded to entertain at 


Blair House instead of their own spacious embassy just 
sn the Kennedy's wouldn't be inconvenienced. Norway is 
an important NATO ally, and the Norwegians were not 
pleased.

brought a knockdown, drag- 
out battle between the Volks- 
wagen Co. and the West Ger- 
man federal government. But 
the shares have settled into 
what appears to be a slow 
and steady .climb and "VW" 
management came out of its 
fight with the government in 
fine shape. 


IT WAS A year and a half 


ago, on Jan. 16. 1961, that the 
3.R million Volkswagen shares 
were sold to the West Ger- 
man "little man" in one of the 
biggest de-nationalization ex- 
periments in history. By this 
sale Europe's largest automo- 
hilp manufacturer inherited 
more owners than any other 
company in the world except 
the American Telephone & 
Telegraph Co, 


The shares carried a nomi- 


nal value of 100 marks ($25) 
but 
sold 
for 
350 marks 


($87.50) each. Since everyone 
expected their value to rise 
quickly on the stock ex- 
changes, the sale of VW 
shares was limited to two, 
sometimes 
three 
per cus- 


tomer. Persons with incomes 
of more than 16,000 marks 
($4,000) a year were excluded 
from the sale. 


Employes of the Volks- 


wagen Co, were allowed to 
huy up to 10 shares, including 
one free of charge. 


INITIALLY, the 
rosiest 


hopes of VW investors were 
surpassed when the shares 
climbed to a peak of 1,108 
marks ($277) in May, 1961. 


Then came a decline. Volks- 


wagen chares slipped stnadily 
and May 29, "Black Tuesday,"" 
hit a low of 429. But since 
then VW has been climbing 
again, 
surpassing .the 550 


mark this month. Part of the 
reason for the decline prob- 
ably was due to the compaiy's 
recent warning with the gov- 
ernment over VW price in- 
creases in March this year,: 
which resulted in retaliation 
by the government in the 
form of tariff cuts for im- 
ported cars. 


Economics . minister Lud- 


wig Erhard tried to persuade 
Volkswagen management to 
rescind the price increases. It; 
refused and a power struggle 
developed between the gov- 
ernment and the country's 
biggest auto maker. The gov- 
erment lost tor all intents and 
purposes. 


Volkswagen prices stayed 


up. but so did the demand for 
the little car. Germans still 
have to order their Volks- 
wagen three to four months 
in advance. 


SINCE THE federal govern- 


ment retained only 20 per 
cent of the shares and the 
state of lower saxony another 
20 per cent after de-nationali- 
zation, control of the Volks- 
wagen Co. today is in the 
hands of its management, 
more 
specifically manager 


Heinz Nordhoff, as the gov- 
ernment discovered the hard 
way during, its recent tussle 
with VW.

Perranoski is an 
example. He has them both. 1 get along 
mostly on a sinker."

"Clem Labine. He was outstanding."

Do you ever yearn for a starting assign- 


ment? 


"Yes, all reliefers feel that way. I have 


been in 270 games in the majors since 
1954, and have only started once. That 
was in 1956 when we were wrapped up 
in a couple of doubleheaders. But I only 
went three innings and was .lifted for a 
pinch hitter even though the score was

Pitching Tricks' OU as fctteboH 


The recent incident arising over charges by 


Baltimore manager Billy Hitchcock that Detroit 
pitcher Jim Banning was cutting the ball with his 
belt buckle stirred up memories among old-time 
baseball men of the days when every pitcher had a 
trick or two to make the ball do strange things. 


One of the favorite tricks, of course, was just what 


Sunning was accused of doing—cutting the ball with 
the belt buckle. Pitchers also sharpened their thumb 
nails to a razor edge with which to nick the ball. 


Chief sources of dispute over pitches today concerns 


the spitball and the "brushback" pitch. 


But in the earlier days of baseball, almost even- 


game produced an argument over trick deliveries by the ] 
pitchers. 
i 


In those days, of course, the spitball was legal so 


there was no argument about that, but every hurler had 


some way of making the 
ball do things that could 
not possibly be done with- 
in the rules. 


It was common to usf 


emery and sandpaper as 
well as other abrasives. All 
that had to be done was 
to roughen a spot on the 
ball no larger than a dime 
and it would do some 
rather peculiar things. 


Today, balls are 


changed so often that a 
pitcher 
can't 
get away 


with anything over a pro- 
longed stretch. Whenever 
a ball breaks funny, the 
batter 
immediately 
asks 


the umpire to look at it. 
And if the surface is at 
all "bruised" or discolored, 
a new ball is put in play.

Rekindled Memories 


IN THE OLD DAYS, PITCHERS also used talcum 


powder to make the ball sail. And they used tobacco 
juice and mud to load the seams of the balls, which 
naturally would come at batters in a most abnormal way. 


Pitchers also learned how to raise the stitches of 


the ball, which was not as compact and solid as it has 
become under improved methods of manufacturing and 
with better quality materials. 


However even today some pitchers with extra strong 


hands can loosen the cover with a few twists and make 
It behave strangely. 


The old-time pitchers tried everything. They even 


went so far as when they were at home, they would 
load half the balls to be used in a game with phono- 
graph needles sunk in deep so they wouldn't be discov- 
ered. Then they made sure these balls were used only 
when the home club pitcher was on the mound. You 
can imagine what the ball did with the needles in it. 


* 
* * 
THE SPITTER, OF COURSE, has been the scape- 


goat of all illegal pitches. As "cheating" pitches became 
more common, the more the spitball was blamed. Swin- 
dle deliveries were almost impossible to detect, but the 
spitball was out the open and thus became the prime 
target when baseball moved to outlaw all pitches in 
which foreign substances were used. 


la 1920, the major leagues ruled that no new pitcher 


could use the spitter. Alt pitchers then registered as 
spitball pitchers—some 19 as I recall—were permitted 
to continue using it as long as they remained in baseball. 


Last man to legally throw it in the majors was Bur- 


leigh Grimes. He retired in 1934. However, last pitcher 
to throw the spitter under the rule was Frank Shellen- 
back of the old Hollywood Stars and then the Padres 
when the club was moved to San Diego. He pitched until 


, 
the late 1930's. 


THERE IS STILL A BIG HASSLE over spitballs. Lew 


Burdette, Pedro Ramos and a half-dozen others are ac- 
cused of throwing them. Some baseball men say that 
every club has at least two or three pitchers who can 
throw the spitter. There is a strong move to make the 
pitch legal again. 


In many cases today when spitters are thrown, it 


is said that the infielders will "load" the ball rather 
than the pitchers themselves. 


Russ Ford, who pitched for the Yankees from 1910 


through 1913, was the one who discovered the secret 
of what was to be known as the emery ball. 


He revealed when he retired from the game that 


when he was with Atlanta of the Southern Association, 
he was working put beneath the grandstand on a rainy 
day. He uncorked a wild pitch that hit a wooden sup- 
port. On the next pitch, Ford threw a tremendous curve 
that aroused his curiosity as well as that of the catcher, 


He inspected the ball and noticed a scuffed section 


where the ball had hit the wood. Later he used emery 
to rough up the surface of the ball. 


While with the Yanks, he would attach some emery 


paper to a piece of elastic up his sleeve. He would pull 
down the emery, doctor the ball and when he released 
it, the elastic snapped back up his sleeve where it 
couldn't be seen.

Ion, a Long Beach-born lyric tenor then just back from 
a nationwide tour with Savoy Light Opera.

The first production, Gilbert and Sullivan's "HMS 


Pinafore," was staged at a cost of only $35 in the 
Elks Club auditorium—"rent-free, of course," Wag- 
goner .said.

Despite the low budget and lack of experienced 


cast, the show was an unqualified success. 


"It even made a little money—enough to help 


finance a second venture," he said.

When does a minimum 


opening bid change into a 
powerful hand? Sometimes 
your partner's bidding does 
not promote one card in 
your hand, but when his 
bidding clearly shows that 
you hold exactly the right 
cards to fit with his, your 
hand becomes more valua- 
ble. 
. 


South's 12 high card points 


and six card spade suit con- 
stituted a minimum opening 
bid and his partner's two 
heart response led to an 
automatic two spade rebid. 
When North went to three 
clubs on his second bid, 
most players would either 
rebid to three spades or try 
three no-trump, but John 
McGervey of Cleveland saw 
no reason to bid anything 
but three diamonds. 


NORTH'S response to the 


three, diamond .bid was a 
jump to four spades and 
now John revalued his hand 
upward. 


It was obvious that North 


held not more than .one dia- 
mond. Otherwise, he would 
not have bothered to bid 
hearts and clubs before rais- 
ing spades. Also, North 
ought to have a couple of 
aces. Again he had made 
those two other bids before 
giving the spade raise; 


John felt that his hand jus- 


tified a Blackwood call of 
four nof-trump and when 
South showed two aces John 
went to six spades. 


West opened a diamond 


and John made all. the 
tricks. He took the ace, 
ruffed a diamond high, led 
a spade to his jack, ruffed 
his last diamond, got back 
to his hand with a club and 
claimed the balance.

'•'HE CEREMONY and excitement of high school 


graduation ;ire over; a milepost has been passed. 


What do the graduates do now? 


To 50 per cent of them, the summer is a vaca- 


tion before college starts next fall. 


To the other 50 per cent, it marks the end of 


formal education and the 
beginning of a workaday 
life. 


The latter group of stu- 


dents may not know it, but 
each is forfeiting $178,000. 


Here's how the loss is 


calculated: From age 18 to 
retirement, the average life- 
time income of persons with 
a high school 
diploma is 


$257,557. 
The average in- 


come of college graduates increases sharply—to $43!),- 
242. The difference is $177,685. 


So the new high school graduate faces a decision 


that will affect his entire future. 


Some persons, it is true, are never ready to go 


to college. Some need a period of maturation before 
enrolling for college work. But it is a serious mistake 
for the average high school graduate to look auto- 
matically upon the high school diploma as his ultimate 
educational achievement. In today's world, the men 
with the college diplomas start in better jobs at better 
pay and move up faster to executive positions. Many 
jobs and fields are closed entirely to those who lack 
college diplomas. 


THE PERSON least able to compete, of course, 


is the one who dropped out of high school and failed 
to get a diploma at that level. A person with a high 
school diploma will earn approximately $50,000 more 
in his lifetime than a person with one to three years 
of high school education. 


The critical .decision to quit high school or to 


abandon the idea of going to college is normally made 
in the summertime while the youngster is enjoying 
his freedom from the classroom routine.

child, quote some of the above facts and remind him 
that what he sees as "freedom" now can prove to he_ 
the chain that shackles him to a dull and unrewarding 
job for the rest of his life.

and at Dana Point will add facilities 
for perhaps another 2,000. 


At the Long Beach Marina, built at 


a cost of $9,700,000 —exclusive of 
connected demolition and construc- 
tion work which brought the over-all 
cost to $14,300,000—the tour basins 
can berth 1,800 boats. Most of the 
slips can handle yachts up to 100 
feet long, but there are three berths 
here for vessels up to 196 feet. 


"We have a waiting list for every 


space," said Larry MacDowell, marine 
department chief. "We hold slips for 
no one, although we do have 75 to 
100 slips reserved for guest boats on 
a day-to-day basis." 


LONG BEACH has plans for a fifth 


basin, a "shelter" to Alamitos Bay at 
the end of the peninsula. It will have 
slips for about 40 boats. 


Overall, the Los A n g e l e s - L o n g 


Beach Harbors, exclusive of Alamitos 
Bay, 
have berthing space for some 


4,000 craft at the various anchorages. 


For the most part the yachts in the 


Southland range from 30 to 80 feet 
with the biggest concentration of larg- 
er yachts at Newport where there are 
numerous craft in the 65 to 75-foot 
category. 
Overall, Newport Harbor 


can handle berthing of some 4,000 
yachts. 
. 


More slip space is being created at 


Mission Bay which houses about 2,000 
yachts and the big San Diego yacht 
center has slips for 6,000. 


BUT AS FAST as the slips are built 


Familiar scenes along the Southern California coast each weekend include 
the fleets of sailboats heading out in competition and pleasure cruising, 


they are occupied. The situation is 
akin to freeway construction—as soon 
as they are built they are jammed. 


The big boom in boating can be at- 


tributed to s e v e r a l things—more 
available money, more leisure—but 
most of all it has been attributed to 
the development of the relatively low 
cost plastic boat. 


"The trend," according to Com- 


modore Hoffman, "is toward the plas- 
tic and the smaller boat. Ocean-type 
sailboats today average 30 to 35 feet,- 
and there is a steady movement to 
the more capable 24-28-footers that 
sleep four. Boats over 30 feet, how- 
ever, are for the most part wood." 


In Long Beach area waters—best 


sailing waters in the world, according 
to men who have sailed all over the 
world, Fred Miller, of Newport, na- 
tional Finn Class champion, and Long 
Beach's Chuck Kober, Olympic Class 
Dragon skipper—yachtsmen compete 
strenuously as well as just cruise 
about. 


More than 400 regattas will be held 


this year in Southern California wa- 
ters—plus innumerable club regattas 
and national one-design class boat 
championships. 


WITH MORE and more landlubbers 


learning the difference between port 
and starboard, there is not only eager- 
ness for slip space but for member- 


ship in yachting organizations. 


In Southern California there are 


two major yachting organizations, the 
Southern California Yachting Associa- 
tion and the Yacht Racing Union of 
Southern California. 


The SCYA has 35 member clubs, 


and eight associates:—newly formed 
clubs not yet "proven" ready for full 
membership; according to Commodore 
Hoffman. 


West Coast yachting circles are less 


restrictive about membership than 
their eastern counterparts, but own- 
ing a boat doesn't make you eligible 
for club membership on the West 
Coast any more than in the East. 


GENERALLY, yacht club fleets are 


made up of various classes of boats. 
Club membership is not a. requirement 
for fleet membership. In most cases, 
boat owners are invited to join the 
fleet activities and later may be taken 
into the club. For club membership, 
a sponsor or sponsors is required. 


While club membership carries with 


it certain social prestige, for the most 
part it has the same relationship to 
sailing as country club membership 
has to golfing. Boats don't care who 
sails them, and the waters are free: 


For the most part the mass of 


weekend sailors 
care little about 


clubs, but a great deal about getting 
out in a boat weekends. 


Slips at the Long Beach Marina are filled as fast as they are built, and there is a long waiting list for 
each vacancy. The same is true of other yacht facilities all up and down the coast as boating gains favor.

California's Mission Heritage

NATIVES OF IOWA—a state which 


some Americans believe has its 


capital in Long Beach—had their lit- 
tle joke by declaring that there is no 
California. But, optical illusion or no, 
lowans as well as residents of other 
states that do exist still come West 
to see what they can see. 


Among California's phantasmagoric 


attractions are the adobe ruins of 21 
old Spanish missions along El Camino 
Real, started by Father Junipero Ser- 
ra. U. S. Highway 101 follows the ap- 
proximate route. 


Until the great Franciscan blazed 


his now famous trail, California was 
a mythical land described in a Span- 
ish novel written in 1510, three years 
before Balboa discovered the Pacific. 
Called the Isla de California (Island 
of California), it portrayed a land of 
wealth and treasure. It was -still on 
the best-seller list when Cortez, in 
Mexico, h e a r d tales of a fortune 
across the "sea" that bore his name. 
There, he was told, lay an island with 
pearls the size of grapes and vast 
quantities of gold and silver. Prompt- 
ly, it was dubbed "California." Be- 
fore it could be explored, Cabrillo, 
contending with.other leading aqua- 
nauts of his day, set off in search of 
the Northwest Passage. From Mexico, 
he crossed the gulf then known as 
the Sea of Cortez, rounded the tip 
of the peninsula they thought to be 
an island, and sailed north beyond 
San Francisco—which he missed be- 
cause of fog. He didn't find the pas- 
sage, but, since he'd seen no break 
in the coastline, his log refers to all 
of it as California. 


WHEN Father Serra began his 


journey, the area was still popularly 
supposed to be an island. Maps of 
the day show it as such, lying weird- 
ly misshapen and unreal, a little to 
the west of New Spain, now Mexico, 
and our own southern states. 


As for the legendary pearls at the 


peninsula, several desperate attempts 
to find them met with failure. The 
country was bleak and barren, and 
the Crown shrugged it off. It abound- 
ed in Indians, if not material wealth, 
so the Jesuits established a charity 
fund through which they founded 12

missions below San Diego. The land 
was too poor to support them with- 
out help from other stations in Mex- 
ico. Yet, the rumor of riches persist- 
ed, and when the Jesuits were ex- 
pelled by Carlos III, it was because 
he believed them to have found and 
buried the fabled pearls. They were 


rounded up and hustled aboard ship 
with nothing but the robes they wore 
and their breviaries. Then the Span- 
ish went into a fren/ied treasure hunt 
that gained them nothing but blisters. 


Two years later, in 1769. the king's 


inspector-general 
sent Father Serra

Here Comes Your Beach Car

MF YbU'RF one of those people who have always 


thought it would be nice to own one of those 


ancient vintage cars you see putting along the side 
of the road in the summer but felt you couldn't 
afford the price, hold on to your bonnets and gog- 
gles. There's a woman just arrived in town from 
up north who may have the solution for you. 


She is Mrs. Mary Clare McShane, until recent- 


ly a Northern California and Nevada businesswom- 
an who came to the Southland to start a new ven- 
ture. She plans to go into the business of manu- 
facturing ancient, modern curs for popular con- 
sumption. 


Don't let that "ancient, modern" label fool you. 


They're not really either or both, but Mrs. McShane 
says they combine the better qualities of both. 
They're' modern, she says, because they're brand 
new and consequently parts will be readily avail- 
able. And they're ancient because they're designed 
along the lines of the early American cars that 
roamed the dirt roads of the early century and thus 
have that rakish, devil-may-care appearance. 


BEFORE THE END of July, Mrs. McShane says 


she will have an assembly line in production some- 
where in Long Beach or Orange County—the exact 
location is secret pending final negotiations for 
one of several sites—that Will turn out at least 
1,200 of the little cars a year. 


This newest of automobiles, and without doubt 


the most radical in design of the !962 models, are 
destined to be called Swifts—not for that swiftest 
of birds, the Swift, although they do have some 
tilings in common. First the cars appear to perch 
upright like the bird although not because of weak 
underpinnings with which the bird is cursed. Ac- 
cording to Mrs. McShane, the car, like the bird, 
will be able to spend many hours on the move— 
and with a minimum of gasoline expenditure. And 
on the road the car will probably catch as many 
flies as the bird, although that's not its main oc- 
cupation. 


Produced in three models, the Swift cars are 


expected to sell for from $695 to $895 to beat the 
price market in Detroit. The least expensive of the 
three will be the Swifter Roadster, a takeoff on the 
1906 Cadillac roadster, which you don't see much 
these days. The most expensive will be the Swift 
Cat, a miniature imitation of the old Stutz Bearcat. 
The in-between model will be the Swift T, which

resembles the early Model T pickup. The T will sell 
for $795. 


WITH LINES SO OLD they appear to be new, 


or vice versa, these little cars measure only 80 
inches in length and 60 inches in width. They weigh 
a scant 400 pounds, will hit a top speed—top speed, 
that is—of 35 miles an hour. And they're expected 
to get between 70 and 80—that's between 70 and 
80—miles to the gallon. 


Driving them is simple since they have only 


one speed forward. Press in the clutch and you're 
going, let it out and you're stopping. Reverse in- 
volves pulling a lever and then pressing the clutch. 
High seats and low front ends assure the greatest 
visibility. In fact driving one the first time may 
make you feel like you're riding a broomstick. 


Other appurtenances that come as standard 


equipment include: an electric starter (with a "kill" 
button so you can stop the four-horsepower power 
plant); 12-volt battery and generator, sealed beam 
headlights; safety plate windshield to look over the 


top of while you drive (it's too low to look through); 
turn lights and electric windshield wipers (to keep 
the windshield clean while you're looking over it 
in the rain). The cars come in red, black and cream. 


Optional equipment that can .be ordered in- 


cludes: convertible top, white side.wall tires, radio 
and spare tire and wheel (sometimes called a Con- 
tinental kit). 


MRS. McSHANE, who says this is her first 


venture into the auto business, says she chose 
Southern California to start the enterprise in be- 
cause of two things: one, the climate seems so 
right for an open-air car, and two, she has always 
wanted to live here. 


She bought the business, including a complete 


inventory of parts, from a man who manufactured 
about 200 of the cars in a plant in San Diego before 
selling out to her. She says she already has orders 
for 170 cars.

Then, begin- 
ning with the tail, she works 
forward to the beak, laying 
each feather c a r e f u l l y in 
place. 


Her husband, Arthur, gath- 


ers many of the feathers for 


her. She finds duck and goose 
feathers the most pliable. 


SHE STUDIES bird books 


for size, shape and coloring. 
She boils feathers in Rit to 
get the colors she wants, then 
dries them in the even, fluff- 
ing them with her hands. 


For variety, Mrs. Hams also 


makes bird pictures, using 
the feathers. 


"There are only 37 whoop- 


ing cranes in the world—and 
I have three," she says. The 
whooping cranes counted in 
the census are alive. Two of 
hers have pine cone bodies; 
the third is a feathered pic- 
ture.

TTHE ADAGi: that you can't teach 


an old dog new tricks is false, says 


famed neurologist Dr. Wilder Penfiehl. 


It's untrue both for dogs and men, 


he says. 


Dr. Pcnfield, until his retirement the 


director of the Montreal Neurological 
Institute, says that many men suffer 
f r o m "false 
s e n i l i t y " 
w h e n t h e y 
should be be- 
ginning a sec- 
ond career. 


"W h e n a 


man 
reaches 


his 
60s 
he 


should be re- 
leased f r o m 
h e a v y bar- 
ness," Dr. Penfield admits. "But he 
should be given the opportunity of 
starting on a new or modified career." 


In a report in the journal Midway, 


published by the University of Chicago, 
Dr. Pcnfield continues: 


"The theory that the man or woman 


of 60 has nothing more to contribute 
to society during the 10 or 20 years of 
active life that remain to him or her 
is wrong. The belief that men in later 
years cannot learn new skills and edu- 
cated men new professions is false." 


Dr. Penfield said false senility — a re- 


tirement neurosis — sometimes occurs 
when a retired man suffers from a de- 
lusion of incompetence. 


SWEDISH pediatricians report the 


case of the 14-year-old girl who 


ate 
increasing quantities of match 


heads for several months. 


At times she consumed up to. several 


boxes a day, they disclose in the Amer- 
ican Journal of Diseases of Children. 


A medical examination showed that 


she suffered from severe anemia. She 
was given iron for the condition. 


But six months after her iron medi- 


cation was discontinued, she began 
eating mutch heads . again. 
Doctors 


fotmd that the anemia had recurred. 


The doctors theorize that her iron 


deficiency anemia induced an instinc- 
tive compulsion to search for the lack- 
ing element. Unfortunately her match 
binge didn't solve the problem—there's 
no iron in match heads. 
Instead, it 


created a new one. She suffered potas- 
sium chlorate poisoning as a result of 
her perverted appetite. 


g^HILDREN who have ordinary near- 
^^ sightedness need not be forced to 
wear glasses full time, according to a 
report in the American Journal of Oph- 
thalmology. 


Dr. Paul W. Miles, St. Louis, checked 


the records of 28 nearsighted young- 
sters fitted for glasses when about 8 
years old. 


For various reasons some of these 


youngsters failed to wear their glasses 
full time for one to four years. Then 
the same youngsters began to wear 
their glasses full time—for one to six 
years. 


Dr. Miles says that failure to wear 


glasses for prolonged periods had no 
effect on rate of eyesight change.

improvement for 95 per cent of a series 
of patients afflicted with fever blisters. . 
The same drug helped 80 per cent of 
a series of patients suffering

Dr. John J. Weekes of Peter Bent 


Brigham Hospital, Boston, says the 
way the drug works in these cases is 
not understood.

QN THE ROUGH, pampa plains of Ar- 


gentina, a towering 16th Century 


walled and turreted P o l i s h city will 
change hands this summer as Cossacks 
and Poles clash in savage battle. 


It will be the filming of "Taras Bulba," 


the s t o r y of a Cossack chieftain who 
waged the classic Russian war with the 
West. 


Here, on the 
frameless unending 


p a m p a s of Argentina, director J. Lee 
Thompson (who also directed "Guns of 
Navarone") found the required geography 
needed to stage the grand scenes of war 
the screen play depicts. Among the most 
lavish of motion pictures, this incredible 
sequence involves 7,000 actors and 5,000 
horses. 


For more than 4,000 years Aryans, 


Scythians, Bulgars, Tartars and the Gold- 
en Horde invaded, fought over and ulti- 
mately lost the Ukraine, a land of rolling 
steppes gouged deep by rivers.

They found what they wanted in Sal-

the cast and crew to build the walled city 
of Dubno, which the Cossacks were to 
besiege and ultimately burn to the ground. 
He also had to build farm houses for the 
Cossacks, barracks and a 50-acre tent city 
to house the gauchos and corrals to stable 
the 10.000 horses. 


Bill Jones, who had finished the "Ala- 


mo'' for John Wayne, was sent to South 
America six months ahead of filming to 


round up necessary livestock, including a 
black stallion and two matching white 
stallions for Tony, his screen brother 
Perry Lopez, and Yul Brynner to ride. To 
insure against trouble, Bill had to get 
three mounts for each in case of accidents.

with an expedition to a New 
Frontier. Catherine the Great 
was sending ships southward 
along the coast from the Rus- 
sian base in Alaska and the 
rest of California must be oc- 
cupied before the Russians 
found a port, and military 
conquest had gone out of 
date. 
A spiritual conquest 


was less expensive, especial- 
ly since the Franciscans could 
own no worldly goods and 
the missions would be built 
and furnished through the 
Jesuits' fund. 
All they re- 


quired was military protec- 
tion. 


UPON WINNING independ- 


ence, the Mexican govern- 
ment confiscated the pros- 
perous mission lands and 
livestock. As the incumbent 
Fathers died or were deport- 
ed to Spain, the buildings 
were left to the elements. 
Sun, 
rain and earthquakes 


took their toll, and the grin- 
gos took California. 


In 1862, Abraham Lincoln 


returned the buildings to the

Roman Catholic Church, and 
restoration was begun. 


It was Father Serra's plan 


that the mission trail be such 
that a horseman might travel 
from one to another within 
a day and have a safe place 
to spend the night. This was 
not .accomplished within his 
lifetime, but the groundwork 
was laid and by the end of 
the century it was true. The 
California he knew was a 
largely pagan territory, where 
a bodyguard was required to 
go from one mission to the 
next. His real goal was the 
spiritual and cultural rebirth 
of the Indians. A secular pur- 
pose brought the necessary 
cooperation from 
the civil 


authorities, but a d d i t i onal 
missions would also reach 
additional Indians. Besides, 
the long BaP between sta- 
tions 
hobbled 
his 
efforts 


when soldiers could not be 
spared for escort. As prefect, 
he had charge of all the mis- 
sions then in operation, and 
they stretched from the Mex- 
ican border to San Francisco. 
Five hundred and fifty miles 
is a day's travel by automo- 
bile. 
At that time, it took 


more than two weeks of hard 
riding, if the trails were pass- 
able. 


"I am only sorry thai I do 


not know how to fly," he 
once wrote wistfully. 


FROM THE earliest days, 


the missions were an oasis 
for tourists. 
The first was 


1774. 
With about 30 men, 


Juan Bautista de Anza blazed 
a trail across the desert from 
Sonora. When they dragged 
their dying horses to a mir- 
age cabling itself San Gabriel, 
they knocked on the wall to 
be sure. The friars rang the 
mission bells in an excess of 
joy, and, as the ghostly 
echoes reverberated through 
the valley, the exhausted men 
were "willing to believe in the 
hallucination. So willing that, 
two years later, De Anza led 
the first group of colonists 
to California, and San Gabriel 
welcomed 240 refugees, con- 
juring up food enough to sup- 
port them for more than a 
month. 


With the population explo- 


sion by the turn of the cen- 
tury, travelers took their hos- 
pitality as a matter of course. 
The Fathers had no radio or 
newspapers. 
Mail was slow 


and irregular. A guest brought 
news from outside and an ex- 
change of ideas. The adobe 
rooms 
prepared 
for them 


were dark and damp, often 
without heat. The floor was 
hard-packed earth and the 
windows merely openings in 
walls four feet thick. If need- 


ed to keep out the cold or 
rain, a cowhide, stretched 
thin and greased for translu- 
tency, was fastened across 
them. The best bed was 
usually another cowhide at- 
tached to a frame on four 
legs. It might not have been 
like sleeping on a cloud, but 
consider the rates: the only 
charge for board and shelter 
was conversation. And when 
the visitor left, the gray-robed 
Fathers sent him off with 
food for the trek ahead.

from edge of the drop, then 
Allowed to grow in one direc- 
tion, which is downward. 
Runner branches which grow 
in opposite direction from the 
embankment 
should be cut 


back to force growth into 
branches hanging down. 


There are only about two 


we could recommend for such 
adverse growing conditions. 
One is English or Algerian 


ivy, the other is the common 
honeysuckle. 


THE 
VINES 
should 
be 


planted two feet in from edge 
of the slope, in holes prepared 
with some organic mulch ma- 
terial mixed with soil. As the 
vines grow down, a fine mist 
soil soaker should be placed 
at (he top near the edge of 
the hillside. A slight moistness 
in the hillside soil may en- 


courage vine runner brunches 
that are in contact with the 
soil to root from joints, and 
to a degree help anchor them 
and relieve weight pressure 
from the top. 


Berms (mounds of soil with 


p l a n t i n g s on them), too, 
should be watered with fine 
mist soaker on the top of 
berm. This is even more im- 
portant if a gardener at plant- 
ing time doesn't work in some 
organic material that has a 
sponge-like quality to add to 
a coarse sandy soil, or into a 
dust-like soil that sticks to- 


gether like gum when \vet 
and hardens like cement whim 
dry, in order to prevent it 
from packing tight again. 


Recently, when discussing 


slope plantings, a nursery 
salesman helped a customer 
get good blooming results 
from roses growing near a 
slope planted to ice plant. He 
diagnosed the roses poor 
showing due to ice plant roots 
invasion in the rose bed. After 
the customer ripped the ice 
plant four feet down from 
the top, the roses improved 
in growth and flowered well.

Ralph Edwards, with the enthusiasm of a college cheer- 


leader but the vocal restraint of an announcer introducing tha 
President of the United States, talked about his new show. 


His organization is producing a summer series that re. 


places "The Jack Benny Show" for 14 weeks starting 9:30 p.m. 
today, channel 2. 


"The title of the series, 'Speaking of People," states the 


case so beautifully," he said. 


"When we came up with the title, we researched it care- 


fully to make sure it had never been used before." 


The program, according to Edwards, will be "the feature 


page of life." 


From all corners of the world, it will attempt to bring such 


individuals as the camel driver who talked with Vice President 
Lyndon Johnson or the Oscar Awards' gate-crasher. 


"We won't try to compete with the news aspect, Edwards 


said. "What we Want to do is go beyond the story and find 
out why did it happem Why does a man set out to become a 
famous gate crasher?" 


THE PROGRAMS will be for family viewing. They will 


deal with "life-and-blood people," not fictitious characters. 


Their prime objective will be to entertain, but Edwards 


also hopes they will "throw off some good along the way." 


The host of the program will be Warren Hull, formerly as- 


sociated with "Strike It Rich." 


"I hope," said Edwards, "that when people read about an 


interesting individual in the newspaper, they will say they'll 
bet that person will be onVSpeaking of People.' 


"Because in our program we will be speaking of people by 


speaking to people." 


Two days after the interview, a staff member of the Ralph 


Edwards organization called me. The "beautiful" title of the 
series had been changed. 


It no longer was scheduled as "Speaking of People." It was 


now "Face to Face." 


INTERVIEWING RALPH EDWARDS face-to-face, I asked 


him about "This Is Your Life," the TV program lie hosted for 
11 years. It was dropped this past season. 


"We've had two offers to bring it back," he said. "Oija 


offer was for it to come back as a summer replacement show 
and the other was to return it as a regular season program. 


"I am planning on bringing it back, but I no longer will be 


the master-of-ceremonies." 


Edwards has a new program in mind for which he would 


like to be the host. He's tentatively titled it "This Is the Land." 


The basic idea would be to geographically show viewers 


the different areas of our nation. To enliven the proceedings, 
Edwards would interview personalities from the different areas, 
former President Truman in Missouri, for example. 


"1 would like to make people more aware of our land," he 


said. "It seems to me that this thing has been neglected." 


Edwards, from a financial point of view, doesn't need to 


host any television program. 


His organization is associated with such productions as

Sullivan TVer Enters 15th Year

NEW YORK (UP!)—The man with the 


rrrceeely big shoe is going to barge right into 
his 15th year tonight (Sunday, 8 p. tn, channel 
2) as the one and only proprietor, master of 
ceremonies, chief scout, moving spirit and 
stonerpussed Irishman on what he invariably 
calls "our show"—only when he pronounces it, 
it comes out "alir shoe." 


This, of course, is that hardiest of peren- 


nials, "The Ed Sullivan Show" (pronounced 
shoe). Lord Tennyson had a brook. Ed Sullivan 
has a television show. May they both run on 
forever. Matter of fact, Tennyson's brook is 
about the only performing artist that hasn't 
appeared on the Sullivan show, But it will. 
Give him time. 


Ahr shoe began its run on CBS-TV on Sun- 


day, June 20, 1948. In between that date and 
tonight have been thousands of star performers 
and a quest of more than a million miles by 
Sullivan in search of talent all over the world. 


* * * 
SULLIVAN CAN REMEMBER when snake 


oil docs spieled in Liberty Square in Port Ches- 
ter, N. Y., and when oxen pulled farm wagons 
on Pearl Street, two blocks from the Sullivan 
home. He came down from Port Chester, 
where he was a 12-letter athlete in high school, 
and went to work as a sports writer on the 
old "New York Evening Mail." 


That was 1920 and he's been around here 


ever since. You may have known—and for- 
gotten—that he put Jack Benny on radio It 
was on March, 29, 1932, that Benny made his 
radio debut on the Sullivan program. 


Sullivan, in gray-blue-checked lounging robe 


and blue-checked pajamas, was swinging a 
hammer helping his wife hang pictures his 
piercing blue eyes a-squint to line them up 
just Tight—when the reporter arrived at his 
Hotel Delmonico apartment. 


Well, to what—as the classic question goes 


—did he attribute his longevity, or, that is, 
his TV shoe's long and healthy life? 


Why can't we have a few 


TV programs that are inter- 
esting and not repeats? 


Why can't we have a ball 


game and a couple of good 
wrestling matches (live)? 


Why can't the whole bunch 


of repeat programs be thrown 
in the blue Pacific and a few 
new ones put on?

"Well," he said, "sometimes 1 go to banquets 


where the master of ceremonies takes so long 
introducing speakers that the speakers have 
hardly any time to speak. One of the reasons 
of ahr shoe being so successful is that I've 
never abused that. The most difficult thing in 
the world is to shut up. Our performers get the 
spotlight right quick. We operate on the prin- 
ciple that if you've gone out and got singularly 
talented people, for heaven's sake turn "em on. 
* * + 
"ANOTHER THING is that we've brought 


stars from all over the world and have taken 
the shoe all overr-Russia, Portugal, Spain, and 
filmed shoes in 18 countries. Another thing, we 
all work like dogs. 


"If you respect your audience, it respects 


you. People know dam well that we respect 
them. If we didn't, we wouldn't work so hard. 
Everybody helps. Sylvia, my wife, was under 
a hair-dryer and a lady, a stranger, told her 
about two kid performers in Jamaica. We flew 
a scout down there and they were just as good 
as the lady had said. 


"People send us postcards about acts from 


all over Europe—from such obscure places that 
you've got to get a map to track 'em down. 
Elevator operators and cab drivers will give 
you tips. One cab driver told me about a ma- 
gician he had seen when he was stationed in 
Munich, and we got him and he was fine. 


"You 
know who's one of our talent scouts? 


Carl Sandburg. He used to cover vaudeville in 
Chicago. He got us the acts of the Australian 
woodchoppers and the fellow who apparently 
stitches his fingers. Everybody gets interested 
in TV—it comes into your home and you get 
a proprietary feeling about it." 


The first Ed Sullivan TV show cost about 


$375 for talent. A pair of youngster comics, 
Dean Martin and Jerry Lewis, got $150. Ruby 
Goldstein, the boxing referee, got $50. Rodgers 
and Hammerstein got nothing—they were just 
friends of Sullivan. Today's Sullivan show is 
budgeted at $40,000 a week for talent alone.

How true are these charges? Is it true, for instance, 


that doctors currently earn more money than any 
other professional group in our society?—a conten- 
tion which seems to bother so many people. 


Physician's Management, the doctor's business 


Journal, 109* in id May 1962 issue: "A recent survey 
showed that the avenge individual net income for 
general practitioner! tcai approximately 925,000 per 
year." 


Medical Economics, another journal devoted to the 


physician'* financial affairs, report! the typical doctor 
grafted $40,000 from hit practice in 1991, paid »/5,- 
000 in professional eiperuei, 95,000 in taxes, had a net 
after taxes of 920,000. 


Although the Department of Commerce has not yet 


made a final tabulation from the 1960 census of in- 
come by occupation, Edwin Goldfield, chief of statis- 
tical reports, claims that from the available figures, 
physicians and surgeons in the U.S. earn more money 
than any other professional group. 


While this fact may underlie the layman's financial 
jealousy of the doctor—an important factor in the de- 
clining image—the vital question is: Do doctors de- 
serve what they earn? 


With the possible exception of the clergy, no group 


works longer or harder than the medical. No profes- 
sion requires a more arduous or expensive education. 
In no profession are the requirements for practice and 
promotion more stringent. In no other profession— 
teaching, dentistry, engineering, architecture—are 
students made to serve internships and then to render 
services without fees. In what other profession does it 
take a man at least ten years to establish himself? 


Today's honest, capable doctor truly deserves what 


he earns. 


Take next the frequent charge that doctors perform 


needless surgery out of incompetence or fee-splitting 
venality. There is a good deal of evidence that in many 
communities this is true. 


In New York City a group of expert doctors and 


medical professors, headed by Dr. Ray Trussell of 
Columbia University, studied recent medical records 
of 250 Teamster Union members and their families. 


The Columbia University report released in May, 


this year, shows that one-fifth of all the hospital ad- 
missions were unnecessary, that of 60 hysterectomies 
(removal of the uterus) performed, at least 20 were 
needless; of 13 Caesarcan sections, only six were 
necessary. One woman, bothered by a small cyst, was 
persuaded by a doctor to submit to major surgery dur- 
ing which her completely normal appendix was re- 
moved. Worse yet, the doctor would not sign her out 
of the hospital until she paid $450. 


In New York City, loo, approximately 1500 doctors 


—or one in every 12—have been implicated in an 
insurance claims racket "of conspiring with lawyers 
to submit false claims, exaggerating medical reports, 
submitting bills for treatment not administered and 
listing X-rays that were never taken." 
. Are the doctors of New York an isolated, exception- 
group, more greedy and mendacious than the doctors 
of other states, or do they reflect the moral malaise of 
our times? 


There is a mounting belief by the public that the so- 


called "few" rotten apples in the doctor barrel arc 
increasing in number, that somewhere along the line 


the physician's altruistic call to serve the sick has been 
corrupted by his monetary desire to serve himself. 
There is a nagging suspicion that perhaps the doctor 
after all isn't such a great guy, that he's an ordinary 
man with ordinary character weaknesses, beset by and 
submitting to the temptations of selfishness and self- 
aggrandizement like die rest of us. There's a great 
difference between a father image and a "oneof-us" 
image. The difference lies in trust and respect. Nowa- 
days physicians are getting less of each. 


Probably the major route in the downgrading of 


the doctors' public image it the change which ha* 
taken place since World War II in the doctor-patient 
relationship. People resent what they consider the im- 
perional yet expensive business-like treatment ten- 
dered by overworked physicians. 


Listen, for example, to a Chicago auditor who volun- 


teered to explain his antagonism towards doctors. 


"Two weeks ago," he said, "I went to my doctor, 


who's always busy. ToW him I was feeling lousy. The 
usual complaints—tired, tense* jittery, couldn't sleep, 
pains in the chest. I wanted to tell him more, but he 
said that was enough. He sent me down the hall to 
have the chest X-rayed. Then I had a blood count and 
a cholesterol count and a heart tracing and an electro- 
cardiogram and a urine analysis, the whole works. 


"When I returned a few days later for the results, 


I was feeling just as bad as I had if not worse. I still 
had pains everywhere. But the doctor told me I was 
in good physical shape, and the nurse told me that my 
bill was $95. 


"I wrote out a check for 995. Then I took the ele- 


vator down to the garage. Next to my car, I noticed 
a brand new 1962 Mercedes. I looked inside, and sure 
enough, who was the owner? My doctor!" 


The average doctor in America works at least 60 


hours a week, sees at least 20 patients a day. He is 
over-worked and understaffed. There is a shortage 
of doctors in this country. The doctor has little time 
for the chit-chat or pleasant conversation wanted and 
needed by the auditor from Chicago. He's got to get 
down to business if he's going to care for,his daily 
patient load. 


The result is that at a time when the stress and 


strain of living has increased, when people need 
father-confessors more than ever, when at least 20 
per cent of all disease is psychosomatic in origin, the 
average doctor is compelled by circumstances to give 
his patients less rather than more personal attention. 


What is the solution to the problem? What can doc- 
tors dp to upgrade their public image? First, they 
must patrol their own ranks more carefully and ruth- 
lessly remove rather than protect the incompetent and 
dishonest practitioners. Second, they must educate the 
public into realizing that diagnostic procedures have 
now reached the point where the patient's subjective 
recitation of his symptoms can be shortened. Patients 
' must be told that medicine is changing, that there are 
too few doctors, that general practice is being avoided 
by new doctors, that the gap between physician and 
patient is widening, that group medical practice is 
replacing solo medical practice, and that the patient 
must accustom himself to these changes. 


In short, doctor* have to start telling the public 


that they "ain't what they used to be"—and couldn't 
be even if they wanted to.

How DO DOCTORS FEEL about their sinking prestige? To 
find out, PAHADE turned to one of the nation's great health 
institutions, Tufts-New England Medical Center, Boston, 
and assembled the panel pictured above. 


Participants were the center's executive director, Dr. 


Wolf; Dr. Callow, Associate Chief of General Surgery, New 
England Center Hospital; Miss Katz, Administrator of the 
Boston Floating Hospital for Infants and Children; Miss 
Wheeler, Director of Social Service, New England Center 
Hospital; Dr. Gibson, Chief of Home Medical Service, Bos- 
ton Dispensary; and Mr. Galvin, Managing Director of the 
World Trade Center in New England. 


Here are some of the points they made:1 • 


People move around more. They don't stay in the same 
neighborhood as long as they used to, don't develop a stable 
relationship with one doctor. And increasing specialization 
means they sec less of their regular general practitioner. 
Costs are up. Hospital bills rise seven per cent a year; doc- 
tor and drug costs aren't far behind. But the panel pointed 
out the average patient is perfectly willing to pay for expen- 
sive cars, appliances, etc., yet skimp on medical bills. 
TV makes doctors too glamorous. "It never rains in surgery 
on TV," one doctor commented. "Ben Casey has only sunny 
hours." Result: viewers arc baffled and disappointed when 
their own doctor doesn't match Casey or Dr. Kildarc. 
Medicine is getting less human. Hospitals are bigger, more 
crowded, more mechanized. Inevitably, there's less con- 
sideration for individual patients. "It's like the difference 
between.the old corner grocery and the modern super- 
market," said Galvin, "You lose the warmth, but you gain a 
range and variety of services, you never dreamed of."

AN ANY ACTOR born and reared in 


Hitler's Germany become an inter- 


national movie star? 


The feeling here i$ that if any leading 


man can pull it off, that actor will be 
Horst Buchhoh, 28, a lean, broicn-eyed, 
handsome Berliner who has starred in 
four major Hollywood movies none of 
which teas filmed in Hollywood. 


Buchholz matle The Magnificent Seven 


in Mexico. He worked in Fanny in France. 
He made Oae,T\m,Three in Germany and 
recently finished Nine Hours to Rama in 
England and India. 


Prejudice dies hard, cspec. .My in war- 


wracked Europe where the Germans are 
still the most widely and intensely hated 
people on the continent. This is why Buch- 
holz, popularly termed "The German 
Jimmy Dean," has l>ecn constantly urged 
to change his name to something more 
Hollywood—like Hart Brown, Vick Virile, 
Brick McCarthy or Hugo Maria, a combi- 
nation of his parents' Christian names. 
On occasion he has also been advised to 
deny his German origin or to become a 
Swiss citizen like Maximilian Schcll or at 
the very least, to use Ins middle name of 
Werner instead of Horst. 


Early in his film career Buchholz per- 


mitted himself to be billed as Hans Buch- 
holz, but he says now, "My name is Horst 
Buchholz. I was born in Germany. My 
father was a poor shoemaker in Berlin. He 
was not a-Nazi. I will not change any of 
the facts in my life to help my career. 
People say 1 am just like Jimmy Dean. 1 
am not just like Jimmy Dean. I am just 
like Horst Buchholz. I am what I am, 
and 1 hope people will accept me as an 
individual and as an actor. 1 don't repre- 
sent any group or generation or national- 
ity. I represent myself." 


Unlike jimmy Dean, who was a rude, ill- 


mannered, selfish, physically dirty young 
man,sidlen and resentful, Buchhoh is an 
extremely likeable actor, well-mannered, 
smiling and, according to Billy Wilder, 
who directed him in One, Two, Three, 
"One of today's two young actors who are 
not money-mad. The other is Jack Lcm- 
mon, and they both have a shining in- 
tcfrity. 


"Buchholz, for example," says Wilder, 


"can now command maybe $200,000 a 
picture. Yet lie is going to do a show on 
Broadway this fall, something called An- 
dorra—the play is a kind of La'Dolce 


Hwtt and wife, former French actress 
Miriam Bru, look admiringly at (heir new 
ton Chrij. He was born in February. 


Vita in a small European country—for 
peanuts. In this day and age that's very 
admirable. The other thing I like about 
Horst is his consideration. He's a very 
good son, he's bought his parents a house 
in Bad Godesbcrg, he's given his sister 
Heidi a job answering his fan mail, he's a 
wonderful husband and father—he in- 
sisted upon flying back to Hollywood when 
he was making Nine Hours to Rama to see 
his first-born child—and he helps every- 
body he can. 


"Consideration is a very unusual and 


revealing trait in an actor," Wilder main- 
tains. "Most actors consider only them- 
selves. Not Buchholz. I remember when 
we were shooting One, Two, Three in 
Munich, Horst had a day off and went to 
lunch with Nelson Gidding.who wrote 
the Rama screenplay. Gidding told Horst 
how he wanted him for the part of the 
man who assassinated Gandhi. Horst got 
so excited he drank two or three extra 
vodkas. Then he got into his new Cadillac 
and smashed it up. He was almost kilted 
and he had to pay a fine of $6,250, but 
the only thing that worried him on the 
operating table was that he was delaying 
the production of One, Two Three. Any 
other actor would have said, 'For God's 
sake, Billy, look at my face and tell me 
the truth. Am I scarred?' Not Horst. He 
just said,'Forgive me for the delay, Billy.'" 


Miriam Bru, the French actress to 


whom Buchhoh is now married, says, 
"Horst it very easy to lice with. He does 
not behave like an actor. He behaves like 
an American." 


Mark Robson, who last month finished 


directing Buchholz in Nine Hours to 
Rama, believes that the high-checkboned 
young actor "is essentially a nice human 
being who will become one of the world's 
leading movie stars within the next five 
wars because his intelligence appeals to 
men, his virile sex to women." Robson 
says, "There is nothing Germanic or Prus- 
sian about Buchholz, nothing in his bear- 
ing or his speech that is Teutonic. He has 
great compassion for others, and I think 
this compassion was born out of his own 
suffering and hardships." 


War-Torn Childhood 


Horst Buchholz was born in Berlin on 


December 4, 1933, the son of parents 
who found it so difficult to make ends 
meet that for the first four years of Horst's 
life they boarded him with Foster parents. 
After World War II broke out in 1939, 
Horst began to. experience life in a war- 
torn city. In 1941, after his sister Heidi 
was bnrn and his father was drafted into 
the German army, the youngster was 
evacuated first to East Prussia, then to 
Saxony, and finally to Czechoslovakia. 


"What I learned from the war." says 


Buchholz, "was to judge people. I re- 
member in Czechoslovakia I had 
no 


idea of how the Czechs felt about its. 
After all we were just children. But

Scavenging for Survival 


"After that tee had to walk inlo Ger- 


many. To survive 1 stole potatoes from 
the fields and cooked them over fires. 1 
begged from peasants. No one had any- 
thing. One farmer would share what 
he had. Another would run you of his 
land. One woman would feed you. 
Another would throw rock* and put 
the iloK* on you. To survive, I devel- 
oped self-reliance..When I finally made 
it hack to Berlin I found my mother. 
She told me my father was in a prisoner 
of war camp in France. At 11, I be-

It sounds incredible but Horst Buch- 


holz was the sole support of his mother 
and sister from 1945 to 1948 when 
his father was finally released.

The schools weren't 
open, but he picked up English from 
the American soldiers. 


When he was 13 a friend of his told 


him that someone was staging a musi- 
cal at the Metropole Theatre irr Berlin 
and was hiring children as extras for 
75 cents a day. Horst applied fora job. 
"That's how I got started in show busi- 
ness," he confesses. By the time young 
Biichhoh was 15 he was going to 
school, working in films dubbing chil- 
dren's voices, acting in radio, and 
dancing in the theatre. At 17 he left 
home to earn more money in West

Germany. Each weekend he crossed 
back into East Berlin, gave his parents 
the lion's share of his earnings. His 
first big acting break came when he was 
cast in Jean-Paul Sartre's The Dead 
Without Coffins. He was then signed 
for a role in Die Halbstarken, re-titled 
in the U.S. Teenage Wolf Pack. 


Immediately the bobby soxcrs cot- 


toned to him, insisted he was Ger- 
many's version of Jimmy Dean, began 
inundating him with fan mail. Because 
he was popular at the box office and 
cheap to hire ($5,000 to $10,000 per 
film) Buchholz worked steadily all over 
Europe. 


In Italy four years ago he filmed Tol- 


stoy's Resurrection with a French ac- - 
tress, Miriam Bru, and fell in love with 
her while they locationed on the island 
of Ischia.

ANDOVKR, MAINE. 


N A MATTER or DAYS, the world's first communica- 


tions satellite—Telstar—will soar into orbit. Shortly 
thereafter, if all goes well, it will emit its first infant 


. peeps- tiny electronic signals, undetectable by ordinary 
scientific equipment. 


Waiting to pluck those signals from space and trans- 


form them into sounds and television pictures, beamed 
into every home, n ill be the huge horn-shaped object pic- 
tured above, hidden deep in the wooded hills near this 
Maine town. "Earth Station, for Communicating by 
Satellites," says the sign at the entrance. Scientists work- 
ing on the project call it "The World's Biggest Ear." 


The Ear will make it possible for the first time to trans- 


mit live television across the ocean. Broadcasts will be 
aimed at the Telstar in the sky, which will receive them 
and aim them back down to the Ear. Scheduled to star in 
the first transatlantic telecast arc President Kennedy and 
Britain's Queen Elizabeth, who'll exchange greetings. By 
the end of the year daily transmission should be under 
way between here and Goonhiliy Downs, Cornwall, 


-. where the British are building their own earth station. 


ESSENTIALLY EAHTII STATION, MAINE, is a gigantic 
electronic car trumpet, made of aluminum and steel, built 
to the precision of the finest watches and weighing 140 
tons.

1 he need for such a device is becoming urgent. By

l)XO we'll make 100 million international phone calls 


a year, 20 times as many as now. There'll be new de- 
mands for world-wide television, world-wide news cover- 
age for people who want to see events and places "live." 


Says Irwin Welber, 38-year-old director of operations 


at Earth Station, "I can easily foresee international tele- 
vision on a round-the-clock basis within eight years—• 
and a vast increase in country-to-country phone calls. To 
do that, though, we'll need some 60 Telstars continually 
orbiting the earth at the equator and the poles.'1 


WELUEH AND HIS ASSOCIATES here are all members of 
American Telephone and Telegraph's Bell Laboratories. 
They're wizards at communications in space. On earth, 
though, they have the same problems as everyone else. 
"We can hear a star squeak 200 million light years away," 
one scientist told me, "but until recently, to call our wives, 
we had to ring up Mr, Aliston Meisner's general store in 
Andover. That's where the town switchboard is." 


The work here is only a start. Already Germany, Italy 


and France plan earth stations. Newer, more sophisticated 
Telstars will someday pepper the sky. They'll bring the 
world into your home. They might even save your life. 


That could happen if a missile ever ran out of .control. 


A runaway missile headed, say, for the U.S. or the Soviet 
Union could start an 'accidental war. To prevent such a 
catastrophe. PAKADK editor less Gorkin was the first to 
propose a 24-hour direct telephone line between tin- 
White House and the Kremlin (PAKADK, March 20. 
I960). A foolproof means of such direct communication 
would be to bounce the signal off a satellite. If that emer- 
gency c\cr arises, we'll all be grateful for the Tclslar.

While there are undoubtedly many Americana tcho 


tcuiild take a </im view "/ Ihe President greeting, his 
Im-ely wife trith a handshake, toting in public has 
Ion;-, been a source of wnrld-teide controversy. Laws 
hare been written about it, people have been arrested 
/or tfoiiiK tl, caw have been wrecked over it and 
suburban traffic has been jammed by it. 


In many countries, kissing in public is against tin- 


law. Italian police, who look the other way when 
ladies squeal from a flirtatious pinch, don't hesitate 
to incarcerate public kissers. In Rovigo, Italy, last 
year a couple kissing on a dance floor were arrested 
and lined 516 each. 


Special police squads to halt kissing are responsible 


for a Supreme Court ruling in Italy, that it's a crime 
to kiss in an auto, even if the windows are frosted and 
no one can see inside. Three months to three years in 
jail are the penalties that could be imposed for public 
kissing, a long time to think back on Heeling pleasures, 
and yet Italian girls certainly don't look neglected. 


In Cairo, Colombo, Bangkok, most parts of Asia and 


in South America kissing'al fresco, where people can 
see, is considered immoral. Paris, known all over the 
world as an open city for lovers, made a mild show of 
primness in 1953. The famed Cafe de la Paix handed 
out cards to customers saying it would be appreciated 
if they would please repress their emotions and not 
display any signs of affection over their cognacs. 


It's Contagious 


Paradoxically enough,.Communist countries, tehich 


are not noted for their high political principles, are 
very prudish when it comes to public kissing. In the 
Soviet Union, for instance, where public displays of 
emotion are considered "Nyct Kullurni" the younger 
element has become park-bench bold. Kissing has be- 
come so prevalent that anti-kiss propaganda has been 
attached to benches in mas' Komsomol (Communist 
\'ouih) parks. One placard reads: "Citizens, take 
care! Influenza is an infectious disease. It is trans- 
mitted by kissing and hand holding." Another warns: 
"Heart attacks, tuberculosis, cancer and other illnesses 
are transmitted bij kissing." P>ut the young people, 
with the extreme self-confidence of their age, find that 
they hare been able to resist all diseases except love, 
ic/iic/i it also communicable—and so note kissing in 
public is «l least tolerated. 


In the U.S. political campaigners have made ample 


use of the kiss in getting out the vote. While kissing 
babies is the accepted formula for attracting mother's 
vote, it has less publicity value than kissing local 
beautv queens cm the tip of the nose. At least these 
pictures get into the paper. 


A veteran political reporter in Washington, who lias 


seen much of this type-of campaign, reports that kiss- 
ing For votes belongs In the old-style flamboyant poli- 
tician, flic ncn breed of ofiicc-scckcr shies away 
from such corny displays. Sen. Kenneth Keating, ot 
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PUBLIC? 


N.V., :tn updated type among ollkc-holdcrs, has liis 
own thoughts <ui kissing. 


"Historically there is some question us to when the 


practice of |Mi/i/icn/ kitting <irti«illy /jcjjan," says 
Keating, "hut there is no doubt that this form of lip 
serficc I" one's party is on it* icay out, Like the whittle 
atop harangue or the torchlight parade, it appears to 
be succumbing to television, which more ami more 
obliges the camliilate to demonstrate the coltlnciu of 
his logic rather than the warmth tif hi* heart." 


To lind out him some ulhiT people feel alxmt kiss- 


ing in public, I-AHADI: conducted an informal canvass 
of sonic of our more prominent Americans in the fields 
of arts anil science. 


Olivia dc Havillanil, actress anil writer, married to 


a Frenchman, Pierre Gallant, thinks kissing's grand, 
anywhere, anyplace and anytime. 


"I believe in kissing my husband anytime I am 


moved to do so, but of course my husband isn't Presi- 
dent of the U.S.," declares Olivia. "I suppose my 
husband is a little embarrassed if I give'him an affec- 
tionate kiss in the street or at a party, but it's a certain 
kind of embarrassment—a pleasurable kind. 


The Surprising English 


"I don't know why," Olivia adds, "but everybody 


thinks the French arc the great kissers. 1 have found 
they are not. The English may not be aware of it, but 
a visitor to England is more shocked at the kind of 
thing that goes on in Hyde Park than what he may sec 
under a street light in Paris." 


Writer Abe Burrows, whose Broadway play, Hoir 


In Succeed in Business Without Really Trying, won 
him a coveted Pulitzer Prize this year, is for kissing in 
public—in a limited way. 


"/ can't understand people who are annoyed by it 


—and yet I don't think people who really want to kiss 
would do it in public. I think it's all right if a guy 
kisses his wife at the airport, but if a kiss is full of real 
emotion you don't want everybody to know about it. 
Teenagers kiss in public because they want to sliow 
everybody how grown up they are" 


Under the microscope of the sociologist, kissing be- 


comes unbelievably complex. Dr. Robert 0. Blood, a 
professor of sociology at the University of Michigan 
and author of the current book Ali/mdgc, says kissing 
attitudes are a matter of upbringing. 


"It's perfectly acceptable in American society for 


a wife to kiss her husband after a long absence," states 
Dr. Blood, "even though it may cause the husband 
some embarrassment. 


"In general if it is kept within the bounds of 


propriety, it's all right, but the decision whether to 
kiss or not to kiss in public is related to how people 
.ire brought tip. While we may be very modern in 
oilier respects, our society has not changed enough 
to allow intimate behavior in public without offending 
social attitudes." 


Some people wlm might otherwise be disposed to 


show affectionate regard in public have learned not 
to do so, through bitter experience. In San Antonio 
there's one fellow and his wife who won't go around 
kissing cadi other in their moving car anymore. They 
both landed in the hospital with bruise-sand lacerations 
when she kissed him while be was making a turn. He 
missed the cune. but made it to the hospital. 


Hello ki$$ at airport between JFK and Jackie on her arrival home from Greece embarrassed him. 


If Joseph R. Callaban's wife of six months thinks 


he's not demonstrative enough on meeting her at air- 
ports, bus terminals or even fresh out of the subway, 
there's a reason. Callahari, who is in charge of the 
U.S. Passport Office in New York, attributes his anti- 
kiss attitude to a childhood experience. 


"The reason I don't kiss in public," lie rc[K>rts, "is 


that when I Was a little boy of 10, I went to kiss my 
aunt Maggie McKenna goodbye. She was off for a 
vacation, and something happened, hither she moved 
too quickly or I moved too quickly, but I broke her 
glasses, and she never forgave me. She, kept referring 
to me as her idiot nephew for years after because I 
ruined her vacation. I guess I've had a block on kiss- 
ing in -public ever since." 


It Began at the Well 


The public kiss is no invention of modern times. 


The tirst recorded Biblical kiss took place between 
Jacob and Rachel at the well. Public kissing in ancient 
Greece was a capital crime. Outdoor osculation was a 
favorite pastime of the British until Oliver Cromwell's 
Puritan regime forced it indoors and kissing went 
underground. 


An 18th century kisser had a field day. for it »;«s 


floor/ manners to kiss ei'ertj lady present when he en- 
tered a room. Historians report that only a century 
ago furniture was often equipped with a "kissing hell." 
Ladies wlm were kissed simply placed their heads in 
the hell to protect their coiffures. 


Today in many suburban communities, the kiss lias 


been called most detrimental to the free flow of traffic. 


Suburban railroad terminals and bus depots are one 
big bussing station. One New York commuter can't 
stand watching the daily ritual of puckering up before 
train time. "It's all s'o phony," he reports. "1 live in 
Wesichester, and I see these guys giving their wives 
a kiss before (he long journey to New York, all of 30 
minutes. It's ridiculous, it doesn't mean a thing, be- 
cause many of them later in the day call their wives 
and tell them they have to work—yeah—on their 
blonde secretaries." 


The kiss has also conn: under the close scrutiny of 


Dr. John Ellis Large, vicar of St. Boniface Church in 
Sarasota, l-la.. a long-lime observer.of human behavior 
(lies just published a book, The Small Needle of 
Doctor Ltirgc). "It is not good taste to kiss in public," 
says Dr. Large, "if such bussing is an aspect of court- 
ing— for the art of Wooing should be conducted as 
privately as the art of love itself. Sex is cheapened 
when its techniques are displayed in public. It is per- 
missible to kis.s your spouse in public, unless tins kiss 
ing bespeaks a show of affection which is not present 
in the heart---but rather meant to affect bystanders."

Suppose you arc a machinist displaced by 


a shutdown, a college graduate trained for 


:an Kvercrowded field, a mother trying to get 
back in the labor market after rearing her 
children, an unskilled teenager who has 
dropped out of school. Can you find a job? 


Or you may be a construction worker 


whose job depends upon the building boom, 
a clerk unaccustomed to electronic office ma- 
chinery, a family doctor trying to keep up 
with the latest medical discoveries, a New 
England factory worker wondering whether 
to go West. What future docs your job hold? 


Labor Secretary Arthur J. Goldberg met 


recently with a group of men and women 
(see photos, left) facing such questions. 
During the present decade, he said, challens 
ing new fields will open up while some other 
jobs will be less in demand. 


"Earlier in this century," explains Gold- 


berg, "change occurred at a slower rate. Take 
the blacksmith, once a vital occupation in our 
society. The need for blacksmiths dropped 
steadily as automobiles replaced horses. This 
change was stretched over a period of a 
working lifetime. But change today is entire- 
ly different; it occurs within a few years." 


How will your job be affected as the nation 


moves into the space age? Here are the Sei-- 
retary's views and predictions: 


Overall job outlook: "During the 1960s we 
expect the number of workers in the U. S. 
to increase by 20 per cent. Job opportunities 
will grow at varying rates. Real estate and 
construction work will grow the fastest, with 
employment gains of 30 per cent. 


"White-collar jobs and service jobs will 


also increase somewhat faster than average. A 
slower growth will occur in skilled and semi- 
skilled jobs. Unskilled openings will remain 
the same, and farm employment will decline." 


Real estate and construction: "Millions of 
new families in the '60s will push up the 
demand for more homes, schools, highways, 
stores, and facilities of all kinds. Construction 
will boom; real estate activities will flourish; 
finance insurance will benefit." 


Wholesale and retail trade: "Here is an- 
other fast-growing industry, which should 
bring employment increases of 25 to 29 per 
cent during the decade. Most of the job pros- 
pects are in retail stores but opportunities nrc 
also growing for clerical workers, truck 
drivers, delivery men, porters, packagers, 
and repairmen of various kinds." 


Government: "A similar increase is pit-- 
dieted in government jobs. Most of them will 
be in state and local government as our peo- 
ple demand more services such as public 
education, health, welfare, recreation." 
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labor Secretary Goldberg, right, assures Robert 
Carbaugh he can get job. Janet Morrisiey looks on. 


Manufacturing: "Our largest employer, the 
manufacturing industry, will provide a 20 
per cent employment increase during the 
1960s—a job growth equal to the national 
average. But this industry will produce goods 
for American consumers at a faster rate than 
the expected job increase. The fact is, our 
manufacturing plants are producing more 
with fewer workers." 


Services: "Tfie fact that we no longer need 
as many people to produce goods has brought 
about a phenomenal growth of the service 
industry. This trend will continue in the 
next decade and will offer many opportuni- 
ties for such workers as waiters, eooks, bar- 
bers, beauticians, policemen, firemen, prac- 
tical nurses, FBI agents." 


Professional and technical: "For all our 
professional and technical occupations, we 
can expect over 10 years a growth rate about 
twice that of the labor force as a whole." 


Clerical: "Clerical occupations have been in- 
creasing at a phenomenal rate of over JO per 
cent during the 1950s. A further increase of 
26 per cent is expected in the 1960s. So 
hundreds of thousands of these jobs will open 
in the next 10 years." 
Self-employed: "The number of self-em- 
ployed proprietors will rise only moderately. 
In the retail field, for instance, supermarkets 
are replacing the corner grocery store and 
the meat market." 


Transportation and communications: "Em- 
ployment opportunities in these fields will 
move up at a much slower pace than in most 
others. In transportation, most of.the decline 
lias been in the railroad industry. Bui bus. 
airline-, and ship transportation will also offer 
fewer jobs. Openings in communications will 
level off because of automation. A good ex- 
ample is the telephone industry. The use of 
the dial system has increased productivity. 
As a result, fewer workers arc needed for each 
inili\ idual operation although the total num- 
ber of workers lias increased because of great- 
ly expanded phone facilities." 


Agriculture: "While agriculture will continue 
to offer opportunities, the decrease in the 
number of farms and the increase of young 
people in farm communities make it obvious 
that many farm young people will by ncccs- 
sitv have to turn to other fields of work." 


How will your job change during the '60s? 


It probably will become more specialized and 
demand higher education. 


"Today's job applicant makes the least 


headway," warns Secretary Goldberg, "when 
he tells the company personnel manager, T 
can do anything.' This is true not only for 
white-collar workers but for the majority of 
jobs in our complex industrial economy. 


"Even in highly speviali?ed work, further 


specialization is required. The young person 
seeking a professional job should remember, 
too,'that often applicants are not accepted 
unless their school grades are high." 


You can also expect your job to become 


more automated. In offices, electronic com- 
puters are taking over more of the paperwork. 
Those who handle routine volume work can 
expect to lind their jobs changed or abolished. 
To put it another way, the fastest-growing 
clerical occupation is office machine operator. 


Automation will also bring changes in 


blue-collar work. A recent technological 
breakthrough, for instance, may affect the 
jobs of more than 1 million machine workers 
in this country. Engineers can now translate 
part dimensions, tolerances, and other data 
into numbers, then feed them into electronic 
devices which translate the numbers into ac- 
tions, such as cutting or drilling. 


"Employers today are looking for workers 


who have the potential to learn more and to 
learn quickly the new skills and techniques 
opening every day in their businesses and in- 
dustries," says Goldberg. "The substitution 
of mechanical equipment for manual labor 
will continue during the '60s. We are the 
greatest automated technological country in 
the world. If we hadn't improved our tech- 
nology, we would still have the same low 
labor standards as people in other countries." 


What will happen to your job may depend, 


too, upon where you work. For the job op- 
portunities won't be spread evenly. Employ- 
ment growth in California, Florida, the 
Rocky Mountains, and the Southwest has 
been twice the national average. In the South- 
east, growth has been slightly slower. Most 
sluggish areas: New England, the Middle 
Atlantic and East North Central states. Yet 
these three areas still provide 60 per cent of 
all manufacturing jobs, half the service, trade 
and transportation jobs, 40 per cent of those 
in construction and government. 


But Goldberg warns: "Workers may not 


only have to acquire occupational mobility, 
but geographic mobility as well, depending 
on their interests and abilities and what they 
look for in a job." 


flow can you find a job if you need one? 


"The problem of unemployment," says Sec- 
retary Goldberg, "is an area problem, of 
course, but it is also a national problem. 
There is no single solution. The federal gov- 
ernment has a responsibility, as do the state 
and local governments, private employers 
and labor unions. We all have to work to- 
gether to realize our goal (if full employment. 
Anybody who wants to work in our country 
ought to be able to work." 


Concludes the Secretary: "American work- 


ing men and women have proven themselves 
the most versatile, best equipped, and most 
productive in the \\orld. Changes in industry, 
forecast for the '60s, are not revolutionary. 
Occupation changes have been taking place 
throughout our industrial history, and our 
workers have dealt with them all along."

Brown has called a special session of the 
legislature to place the June 5-defeated $270 million 
bond issue on the November ballot It is hoped the 
voters' will approve the issue thea They defeated it 
by an overwhelming vote in the June 5 election. Un- 
less it is presented in a more realistic program it may 
well be defeated again. Unless the voters are permit- 
ted to vote separately on the college and university 
programs—without the hidden other projects—it will 
lose much of its support. 


Of this $270 million the governor and legislature 


asked the people to support there were some $70 mil- 
lion of projects which normally are provided in an- 
nual budgets.'Brown did include them in his "bal- 
anced budget" But he expected to get the money 
from this bond issue. It was the old political trick of 
placing many unrelated projects in a measure with 
a project of popular appeal In Congress it is called 
an "omnibus biU," where all the pet projects of legis- 
lators are thrown into a bill that must be passed to 
keep the government in operation. 


The primary object of Prop. 3 was to provide the 


many essentials for our expanding college programs. 
It was to be used for the University of California, 
state and junior colleges. These new facilities are es- 
sential if we are to care for the ever-increasing num- 
ber of students seeking higher education. It is prob- 
able that if Prop. 3 carried only these provisions it 
would have had a large majority. Instead, it suffered 
a drastic defeat.

In Prop. 3 were included such building projects 


as health department,- military department, ranger unit 
headquarters, forest fire stations, prison for men, hos- 
pitals and numerous like projects. On the ballot not 
one word indicated how or where the money would 
be used. It said: "State construction program." But 
the Governor's campaign emphasis was placed on the 
need for colleges—not the miscellaneous projects. It 
may be these are also essential to our needs. But they 
should be placed in a separate package so the voters 
would know what they are voting for. To do other- 
wise would seem to be an effort to achieve some- 
thing by devious methods rather than by straight- 
forward methods.

The recent incident arising over charges by 


Baltimore manager Bflly Hitchcock that.Detroit 
pfah«r Jim Bunning was cutting the ball with his 
belt Jxickle stirred up memories among old-time 
baseball men of the days when every pitcher had a 
trick or two to.make the ball do strange things. 
V One of the favorite tricks, of course, was Just what 
Sunning was accused of doing—cutting the ban with 
the belt buckle."Pitchers also sharpened their thumb" 
nails to a razor edge with which to nick the ban. 


Chief sources of dispute over pitches today concerns 


the spUball and the "brushback" pitch. 


Bat in the earlier days of baseball, almost every 


game produced an argument over trick deliveries by the 
pitchers. 


la those days, of course, the spitball was legal so 


there was no argument about that, but every hurlef had 
1' 
— 
some way of making the 
ban do thinge. that could 
not possibly be done with- 
in the rules. 


It was common to use 


emery and sandpaper as 
wefl as other abrasives. AH 
that had to be done was 
to roughen a spot oa the 
ban no larger than a dime 
and it would do some 
rather peculiar things. 


. Today, balls are 


changed so often that a 
pitcher can't' get away 
with anything over a pro- 
longed stretch. Whenever 
a ball breaks funny, the 
batter 
immediately asks 


the umpire to look at it. 
And if the surface is at 
an "bruised" or discolored, 
a new ball is put in play.

EV THE OLD DAYS, PITCHERS also used talcum 


powder to make the ball saiL And they used tobacco 
Juice and mud to load the seams of the balls, which 
naturally would come at batters in a most abnormal way.

become under improved methods of manufacturing and 
with better quality materials. 


- However even today some pitchers with extra strong 


hands can loosen the cover with a few twists and make 
ft behave strangely. 

They even 
went so far as whea they were at home, they would 


_ load half the balls to be used ia a game with phouo 


• graph needles sunk ta deep so they wouldn't be discov- 


• ered. Then they made sure these balls were used only 


You 
can imagine what the ban did with the needles in it

THE SPITTER, OF COURSE, has been the scape- 


goat of all illegal pitches. As "cheating" patches became 
more common, the more the spitbal] was blamed. Swin- 
dle deliveries were almost impossible to detect, but the 
tpitbaD was out the open and thus became the prime 
target whea baseball moved to outlaw all pitches in 
which foreign substances were used. 


, In 1920, the major leagues ruled that no new pitcher 


could use the spitter. AQ pitchers then registered as 
cpitbaH pitchers—some 19 as I recall—were permitted 
to continue using It as long as they remained ia baseball.

Last man to legally throw it ia the majors was Bur- 


leigh Grimes.-He retired in ISM. However, last pitcher 


. to throw the spitter under the rule was Frank Shellen- 
back of the old Hollywood Stars and then the Padres 
when the club was moved to San Diego.

Pacific MissiUe Range on the 
California coast, and their, 
launching once freely re- 
ported, are now secret.

MIDAS is a missile warn- 


ing satellite, Samos is a spy- 
in-the-sky, and Discoverer — 
well. Discoverer, according to 
gossip, has been caught carry- 
ing flight test components for 
both Midas and Samos.

HTHE CEREMONY and excitement of high school 
*• graduation are over; a milepost has been passed. 
What do the graduates do now? 


To 50 per cent of them, the summer is a vaca- 


tion before college starts next faiL 
• . 


To the other 50 per cent, it marks the^ end ef 


formal education and the 
beginning of a workaday 
life. 


The l.tttr group of stu- 


dents may not know it. but 
each is forfeiting $178,000. 


Here's how the loss is 


calculated: From age 18 to 
retirement, the average life- 
time income of persons with 
a high school diploma is 
$257,557. The average in- 
come of college graduates increases sharply— to $4S5.- 
242. The difference is $177,635. 


So the new high school graduate faces a decision 


that will affect his entire future. 


Some persons, it is true, are never ready to go 


to college. Some need a period of maturation before 
enrolling for college work. But it is a serious mistake 
for the average high school graduate to look auto- ( 
''matically upon the high school diploma as his ultimate 


educational achievement. In today's world, the men 
with the college diplomas start in better jobs at better^ 
pay and move up faster to executive positions. Many' 
jobs and fields are closed entirely to those who lack 
college diplomas. 


THE PERSO.V least able to cc=pcte, of course, 


is the one who dropped out of high school and failed 
to get a diploma at that level A person with a high 
school diploma will earn approximately $50,000 more 
in his lifetime than a person with one to three years 
of high school education. 


The critical decision to quit high school or to 


abandon the idea of going to college is normally made 
in the summertime while the youngster is enjoying 
his freedom from the classroom routine. 


If you notice signs of "drop out" fever in your 


child, quote some of the above facts and remind him 
that what he sees as -freedom" now can prove to be 
the chain that shackles him to a dull and unrewarding 
job for the rest of his life.

Marinas continues 
to tnuslirooin in ilic Soulliland 


Give a Man 
a Ship He Can Sail

J^"O VACANCY signs hang out at 


marinas from San Luis Obispo to 


the Mexican Hie and the situation 
doesn't appear to be easing up despite 
big anchorage building programs in 
the Southland. 


"Slip availability is practically zero 


in most areas," said Robert B. Hoff- 
man, 245 Pomona Ave.. Long Beach. 
commodore of the Southern California 
Yacht Racing Association. 


And the long-range prospect for slip 
space isn't optimistic. 


Between San Luis Obispo and San 


Diego, there is space for mooring ap- 
proximately 17.600 yachts. And in 
many places there is a waiting list 
"a year long." 


ANOTHER 10,000 to 12,000 ships 


will be available when construction 
is completed in the various mannas 
south of San Luis Obispo. Playa del 
Rey, where bulkheading is complete, 
plans slips for 6,000 boats. King Har- 
bor at Redondo will have space for 
another 1,000 craft" The Ventura Ma- 
rina will have space for 2,200 boats 
and facilities at Huntington Harbor

At the Long Beach Marina, built at 


a cost of $9.700.000 — exclusive of 
connected demolition and construc- 
tion work which brought the over-all 
cost to 514300.000—the four basin* 
can berth 1,800 boats. Most of the 
slips can handle yachts tip to 100 
feet long, but there are three berths 
here for vessels up to 196 feet. 


-We have a waiting list for every 


space," said Larry MacDowell, marine 
department chief. "We hold slips for 
no one. although we do have 75 to 
100 slips reserved for guest boats on 
a day-to-day basis." 


LOXG BEACH has plans for a fifth 


basin, a "shelter" to Alamitos Bay at 
the end of the peninsula. It will have 
slips for about 40 boats. 


Overall, the Los Angeles.-Long 


Beach Harbors, exclusive of Alamitos 
Bay, have berthing space for some 
4,000 craft at the various anchorages. 


For the most part the yachts in the 


Southland range from 30 to 80 feet 
with the biggest concentration of larg- 
er yachts at Newport where there are 
numerous craft in the 65 to 75-foot 
category. Overall, Newport Harbor 
can handle berthing of some 4,000 
yachts. 


More slip space is being created at 


Mission Bay which houses about 2,000 
yachts and the big San Diego yacht 
center has slips for 6,000.

they are occupied. The situation is 
akin to freeway construction—as soon 
as they are built they are jammed. 


The big boom in boating can be at- 


tributed to several things—more 
available money, more leisure—but 


- most of all it has been attributed to 


the development of the relatively low 
cost plastic boat 


"The trend," according to Com- 


modore Hoffman, "is toward the plas- 
tic and the smaller boat. Ocean-type 
sailboats today average 30 to 35 feet, 
and there is a steady movement to 
the more capable 24-28-footers that 
sleep four. Boats over 30 feet, how- 
ever, are for the most part wood." 


In Long Beach area waters—best 


sailing waters in the world, according 
to men who have sailed all over the 
world, Fred Miller, of Newport, na- 
tional Finn Class champion, and Long 
Beach's Chuck Kober, Olympic Class 
Dragon skipper—yachtsmen compete 
strenuously as well as just cruise 
about 


More than 400 regattas will be held 


this year in Southern California wa- 
ters—pTus innumerable club regattas 
and national one-design class boat 
championships. 


WITH MORE and more landlubbers 


learning the difference between port 
and starboard, there is not only eager- 
ness for slip space but for member- 


ship in yachting organizations. 


In Southern California there are 


two major yachting organizations, the 
Southern California Yachting Associa- 
tion and the Yacht Racing Union of 
Southern California. 


The SCYA has 35 member clubs. 


and eight associates—newly formed 
clubs not yet "proven" ready for full 
membership, according to Commodore 
Hoffman. 


West Coast yachting circles are less 


restrictive about membership than 
their eastern counterparts, but own- 
ing a boat doesn't make you eligible 
for club membership on the West 
Coast any more than in the East 


GENERALLY, yacht club fleets are 


made up of various classes of boats. 
Club membership is not a requirement 
for fleet membership. In most cases, 
boat owners are invited to join the 
fleet activities and later may be taken 
into the club. For club membership, 
a sponsor or sponsors is required. 


While club membership carries with 


it certain social prestige, for the most 
part it has the same relationship ta 
sailing as country club membership 
has to golfing. Boats don't care who 
sails them, and the waters are free. 


For the most part the mass of 


weekend sailors care little about 
clubs, but a great deal about getting 
out in a boat weekends.

DATIVES OF IOWA—a state which 
•*^ some Americans believe has its 
capital in Long Beach—had their lit- 
tle joke by declaring that there is no 
California. But. optical illusion or DO. 
lowans as well as residents of other 
states that do exist still come West 
to see what they can see. 


Among California's phantasmagoric 


attractions are the adobe ruins of 21 
old Spanish missions along El Caznino 
Real, started by Father Junipero Ser- 
ra. U. S. Highway 101 follows the ap- 
proximate route. 


Until the great Franciscan blazed 


his now famous trail. California was 
a mythical land described in a Span- 
ish novel written in 1510, three years 
before Balboa discovered the Pacific- 
Called the Ista de California (Island 
of California), it portrayed a land of 
wealth and treasure. It was.still on 
the best-seller list when Cortez, in 
Mexico, h e a r d tales of a fortune 
across the -sea- that bore his name. 
There, he was told, lay an island with 
pearls the size of grapes and vast 
quantities of gold and silver. Frompt- 
,ly, it was dubbed "California.** Be- 
fore it could be explored. CabriL'o. 
contending with other leading aqui- 
nauts of his day, set off in search of 
the Northwest Passage. From Mexico, 
he crossed the gulf then known as 
the Sea of Cortez, rounded the tip 
of the peninsula they thought to be 
an island, and sailed north beyond 
San Francisco—which he missed be- 
cause of fog. He didn't find the pas- 
sage, but, since he'd seen no break 
>n the coastline, his log refers to all 
of it as California. 


WHEN Father Serra began his 


journey, the area was still popularly 
supposed to be an island. Maps of 
the day show it as such, lying weird- 
ly misshapen and unreal, a little to 
the west of New Spain, now Mexico, 
and our own southern states. 


As for the legendary pearls at the 


peninsula, several desperate atlempts 
to find them met with failure. The 
country was bleak and barren, and 
the Crown shrugged it off. It abound- 
ed in Indians, if not material wealth, 
so the Jesuits established a charity 
fund through which they founded 12

missions below San Diego. The land 
was too poor Jo support them with- 
out help from other stations in Mex- 
ico. Yet, the rumor of riches persist- 
ed, and when the Jesuits were ex- 
pelled by Carlos III, it was because 
he believed them to have found and 
buried the fabled pearls. They were 


rounded up and hustled aboard ship 
with nothing but the robes the>* wore 
and their breviaries. Then the Span- 
ish went into a frenzied treasure hur.t 
that gained them nothing but blisters. 


Two years later, in 1769, the king's 


inspector-general sent Father Serra

molded to shape, makes neck 
and legs of wire, attaches a 
cardboard head. Then, begin- 
ning with the tail, she works 
forward to the beak, laying 
each feather c a r e f u l l y in 
place. 


Her husband, Arthur, gath- 


ers many of the feathers for 


her. She finds duck and goose 
feathers the most pliable. 


SHE STUDIES bird books 


for size, shape and coloring. 
She boils feathers in Kit to 
get the colors she wants, then 
dries them in the oven, fluff- 
ing them with her hands. 


For variety, Mrs. Hams also 


makes bird pictures, using 
the feathers. 


"There are only 37 whoop- 


ing cranes in the world—and 
I have three," she says. The 
whooping cranes counted in 
the census are alive. Two of 
hers have pine cone bodies; 
the third is a feathered pic- 
ture.

nPHE ADAGE that you can't teach 


an old dog new tricks is false, says 


famed neurologist Dr. Wilder Penfield. 


It's untrue both for dogs and men. 


he says. 


Dr. Penfietd, until his retirement the 


director of the Montreal Neurological 
Institute, says that many men suffer 
f r o m "false 
s e n i l i t y - 
w h e n t h e y 
should be be- 
ginning a sec- 
ond career. . 


-When a 


man reaches 
his 
60s he 


should be re- 
leased f r o m 
heavy har- '*' 
ness,** Dr. Penfield admits. 
"But he 


should be given the opportunity of 
starting on a new or modified career." 


In a report in the journal Midway, 


published by the University of Chicago, 
Dr. Penfield continues: 


"The theory that the man or woman 


of GO has nothing more to contribute 
to society during the 10 or 20 years of 
active life that remain to him or her 
is wrong. The belief that men in later 
years cannot learn new skills and edu- 
cated men new professions is false." 


Dr. Penfield said false senility—a re- 


tirement neurosis — sometimes occurs 
when a retired man suffers from a de- 
lusion of incompetence. 


CWEOISH pediatricians report the 


case of the 14-year-old girl who 


ate 
increasing quantities of match 


heads for several months. 


At times she consumed up to several 


boxes a day, they disclose in the Amer- 
ican Journal of Diseases of Children. 


A medical examination showed that 


Medical -Science IVrrttf 


she suffered from severe anemia. She 
was given iron for the condition. 


But six months after her iron medi- 


cation was discontinued, she began 
eating match heads again. 
Doctors 


foand that the anemia had recurred. 


The doctors theorize that her iron 


deficiency anemia induced an instinc- 
tive compulsion to search for the lack- 
ing element. Unfortunately her match 
binge didn't solve the problem—there's 
no iron in match heads. 
Instead, it 


created a new one. She suffered potas- 
sium chlorate poisoning as a result of 
her perverted appetite. 


CHILDREN who have ordinary near- 


sightedness need not be forced to 


wear glasses full time, according to a 
report in the American Journal of Oph- 
thalmology. 


Dr. Paul W. Milts, St. Louis, checked 


the records of 28 nearsighted young-, 
sters fitted for glasses when about 8 
years old. 


For various reasons some of these 


youngsters failed to wear their glasses 
full time for one to four years. Then 
the same youngsters began to wear 
their glasses full time—for one to six 
years. 


Dr. Miles says that failure to wear 


glasses for prolonged periods had no 
effect on rate of eyesight change. 
* TABLET containing bacteria has 


cufed or brought about dramatic 


improvement for 95 per cent of a series" 
of patients afflicted with fever blisters. 
The same drug helped 80 per cent of 
a series of patients suffering 
from 


canker sores. 


The drug contains Lactobacillus acid- 


ophilus and bulgaricus, micro-organ- 
isms involved in fermentation of milk. 


Dr. John J. Weekes of Peter Bent 


Brigham Hospital, Boston, says the 
way the drug works in these cases is 
not understood.

of Dubno, which the Cossacks were to 
besiege and ultimately burn to the ground. 
He also had to build farm houses for the 
Cossacks, barracks and a 50-acre tent city 
to house the gauchos and corrals to stable 
the 10,000 horses. 


Bill Jones, who had finished the "Ala- 


mo"* for John Wayne, was sent to South 
America six months ahead of filming to 


round up necessary livestock, including a 
black stallion and two matching white 
stallions for Tony, his screen brother 
Perry Lopez, and Yul Brynner to ride. To 
insure against trouble, Bill had to get 
three mounts for each in case of accidents. 


Jones also contracted for 120 teams of 


matched oxen for battle scenes.

At that time, it took 


more than two weeks of hard 
riding, if the trails were pass- 
able. 


"I am only sorry that I do 


not know how to fly,"* he 
once wrote wistfully. 


FROM THE earliest days, 


the missions were an oasis 
for tourists. The first was 
1774. 
With about 30 men, 


Juan Bautista de Anza blazed 
a trail across the desert from 
Sonera. When they dragged 
their dying horses to a mir- 
age calling itself San Gabriel, 
they knocked on the wall to 
be sure. The friars rang the 
mission bells in an excess of 
joy, and, as the ghostly 
echoes reverberated through 
the valley, the exhausted men 
were willing to believe in the 
hallucination. So willing that, 
two years later, De Anza led 
the first group of colonists 
to California, and San Gabriel 
welcomed 240 refugees, con- 
juring up food enough to sup- 
port them for more than a 
month. 


With the population explo- 


sion by the turn of the cen- 
tury, travelers took their hos- 
pitality as a matter of course. 
The Fathers had no radio or 
newspapers. 
Mail was slow 


and irregular. A guest brought 
news from outside and an ex-, 
change of ideas. The adobe 
rooms prepared for them 
were dark and damp, often 
without heat. The floor was 
hard-packed earth and the 
windows merely openings in 
wans four feet thick. If need-

from edge of the drop, then 
• allowed to grow in one direc- 
tion, which is downward. 
Runner branches which grow 
in opposite direction from the 
embankment should be cut 
back to force growth into 
branches hanging down. 


There are only about two 


we could recommend for such 
adverse growing conditions. 
One is English or Algerian 


ivy, the other is the common 
honey suckle. 


. 
THE VINES should 
be 


planted two feet in from edge 
of the slope, in holes prepared 
'with some organic mulch ma- 
terial mixed with soil. As the 
vines grow down, a fine mist 
soil soaker should be placed 
at the top near the edge of 
the hillside. A slight moistness 
in the hillside soil may en- 


courage vine runner branches 
that are in contact with the 
soil to root from joints, and 
to a degree help anchor them 
and relieve weight pressure 
from the top. 


Benns (mounds of soil with 


p l a n t i n g s on them), too, 
should be watered with fine 
mist soaker on the top of 
berm. This is even more im- 
portant if a gardener at plant- 
ing time doesn't work in some 
organic material that has a 
sponge-like quality to add to 
a coarse sandy soil, or into a 
dust-like soil that sticks to- 


gether like gum when we I 
and hardens like cement when 
dry, in order to prevent it 
from packing tight again. 


Recently, when discussing 


slope plantings, a nursery 
salesman helped a customer 
get good blooming results 
from roses growing near a 
slope planted to ice plant He 
diagnosed 
the roses poor 


showing due to ice plant roots 
invasion in the rose bed. After 
the customer ripped the ice 
plant four feet down from 
the top, the roses improved 
in growth and flowered welL

Ralph Edwards, with the enthusiasm of a college cheer. 


leader but the vocal restraint of in announcer introducing tha 
President of the United States, talked about his new show. 


His organization is producing a summer series that re- 


places 'The Jack Benny Show" for It weeks starting 930 p^m. 
today, channel 2. 
"The title of the series, 'Speaking of People,* states the 


case so beautifully." he said. 


"When we came up with the title, we researched it care- 


fully to make sure it had never been used before." 


The program, according to Edwards, will be "the feature 


page of life," 
From all corners of the world, it will attempt to bring such 


individuals as the camel driver who talked with Vice President 
Lyndon Johnson or the Oscar Awards' gate-crasher. 


"We won't try to compete with the news aspect. Edwards 


said. -What we want to do is go beyond the stor> and find 
out why did it happen. Why does a man set out to become a 
famous gate crasher?" 


THE PROGRAMS will be. for family viewing. They will 


deal with "life-and-blood people." not fictitious characters. 


Their prime objective will be to entertain, but Edwards 


also hopes they will -throw off some good along the way." 


The host of the program will be Warren Hull, formerly as- 


sociated with "Strike It Rich." 


"I hope," said Edwards, "that when people read about an 


interesting individual in the newspaper, they will say they'll 
bet that person will be on 'Speaking of People.' 


"Because in our program we will be speaking of people by 


speaking to people." 


Two days after the interview, a staff member of the Ralph 


Edwards organization called me. The "beautiful" title of the 
series had been changed. 


It no longer was scheduled as "Speaking of People." It was 


now "Face to Face." 


LVTERVIEWING RALPH EDWARDS face to^ace, I askeJ 


him about "This Is Your Life," the TV program he hosted for 
11 years. It was dropped this past season. 


"We've had two offers to bring it back." he said. "Oja 


offer was for it to come bade as a summer replacement shfTw 
and the other was to return it as a regular season program. 


"I am planning on bringing it back, but I no longer will be 


the master-of-ceremonies." 


Edwards has a new program in mind for which he would 


like to be the host. He's tentatively titled it "This Is the Land."

S 'SHOE' CELEBRATES 


Sullivan TVcr Enters 15lh Year 


By DOC QUIGG 


NEW YORK (UPI>—The man with the 


rrreeeely big shoe is going to barge right into 
his 15th year tonight (Sunday, 8 p. m-, channel 
2) as the one and only proprietor, master of 
ceremonies, chief scout, moving spirit and 
stone-pusscd Irishman on what he invariably 
calls "our show**—only when he pronounces it, 
it comes out "ahr shoe." 


This, of course, is that hardiest of peren- 


nials. "The Ed Sullivan Show" Cpronounced 
shoe). Lord Tennyson had a brook. Ed Sullivan 
has a television show. May they both run on 
forever. Matter of fact, Tennyson's brook is 
about the only performing artist that hasn't 
appeared on the Sullivan show. But it will- 
Give him time. 


Ahr shoe began its run on CBS-TV on Sun- 


day, June 20, 1948. In between that date and 
tonight have been thousands of star performers 
and a quest of more than a million miles by 
Sullivan in search of talent all over the world. 


* * * 
SULLIVAN CAN REMEMBER when snake- 


oil docs spieled in Liberty Square In Port Ches- 
ter. N. Y.. and when oxen pulled farm wagons t 
on Pearl Street, two blocks from the Sullivan 
home. He came down from Port Chester, 
where he was a 12-tetter athlete in high school, 
and went to work as a sports writer on the 
old -New York Evening MaiL™. 


That was 1920 and he's been around here 


ever since. You may have known—and for- 
gotten—that he put Jack Benny on radio. It 
was on March, 29, 1932, that Benny made his 
radio debut on the Sullivan program. 


Sullivan, in gray-blue-checked lounging robe 


and blue-checked pajamas, was swinging a 
hammer helping his wife hang pictures his 
piercing blue eyes a-squint to line them up 
just right—when the reporter arrived at his 
Hotel Delmonico apartment.

—did he attribute his longevity, or, that is, 
his TV shoe's long and healthy life?

"Well/* he said, "sometimes 1 go to banquets 


where the master of ceremonies takes so long 
introducing speakers that the speakers have 
hardly any time to speak. One of the reasons 
of ahr shoe being so successful is that I've 
never abused that. The most difficult thing in 
the world is to shut up. Our performers get the 
spotlight right quick. We operate on the prin- 
ciple that if you've gone out and got singularly 
talented people, for heaven's sake turn 'em on. 


* * * 
"ANOTHER THING is that we've brought 


stars from all over the world and have taken 
the shoe all over—Russia, Portugal, Spain, and 
filmed shoes in IS countries. Another thing, we 
all work like dogs. 


"If you respect your audience, it respects 


you. People know darn well that we respect 
them. If we didn't, we wouldn't work so hard. 
Everybody helps. Sylvia, my wife, was under 
a hair-dryer and a lady, a stranger, told her 
about two kid performers in Jamaica. We flew 
a scout down there and they were just as good 
as the lady had said. 


"People send us postcards about acts from 


all over Europe—from such obscure places that 
you've got to get a map to track *em down. 
Elevator operators and cab drivers will give 
you tips. One cab driver told me about a ma- 
gician he had seen when he was stationed in 
Munich, and we got him and he was fine. 


"You know who's one of our talent scouts? 


Carl Sandburg. He used to cover vaudeville in 
Chicago. He got us the acts of the Australian 
woodchoppers and the fellow who apparently 
stitches his fingers. Everybody gets interested 
in TV—it comes into your home and you get 
a proprietary feeling about it." 


The first Ed Sullivan TV show cost about 


$375 for talent. A pair of youngster comics. 
Dean Martin and Jerry Lewis, got $150. Ruby 
Goldstein, the boxing referee, got $50. Rodgers 
and Hammerstein got nothing—they were just 
friends of Sullivan. Today's Sullivan show is 
budgeted at $40,000 a week for talent alone.

i's DOCTORS arc in trouble. They »re under 


JL fire by the general public, politicians, and pa- 
tients.

A luge segment of the American people neither 


trusts nor respects them. 
•- . 


A mounting minority loots upon the contemporary 


physician as a mercenary more concerned with his 
pockctbook than his patients. In many areas he is rer 
gardcd as an ultra-conservative dedicated to perpe- 
tuating his financial and social Oatut quo rather than 
the health of the nation. 


A recent PARADE poll reveals that the public image 


of the average doctor is changing for the worse. 


No longer is he considered the devoted 'Father- 


substitute — wise, understanding, self-sacrificial, 
blessed with nobility of purpose and loving kindness. 
He has traded in his horse and buggy for a shining, 
new high-priced car. 
. 


This it cruel, north, unfair, but ills a fact rrfectire 


of the current climate of opinion. In the FARADC pott, 
for example, 1200 edultt throughout the country 
u-cre atked; "WHAT DO TO U T1IISK OF THE 
MEDICAL PROFESS10X TODAY?' 


Approximately 65 per cent thought doctor* trere 


doing a fne job. Another 3 per cent didn't bune or 
u-ouldn't aiuu-er. But 32 per cent—one out of three— 
taid they if ere daappointed or da&utioned in today't 
doctor, although not neceaarHy in their otrn. 


Here is a crass-section of the negative replies which 
contain roost of the public's complaints and charges:

How true are these charges? Is it true, for instance, 


that doctors currently earn more money than any 
other professional group In our society?—a conten- 
txin which seems to bother so many people. 


Physician's Management, the doctor"* business 


journal, toy* in Us May 1992 issue: "A recent surrey 
shoved that the acerage individual net income for 
general practitioners inu approximately 925,000 per • 
year." 


Medical Economics, another journal derated to the 


physician* fnancial affair*, report* the typical doctor 
grossed 940flOO from hi* practice in 1991, paid 915 - 
000 in professional expense*, 95,000 in taxet, had a net 
after taxe* of 920,000. 


Although the Department of Commerce has not yet 


made a final tabulation from the I960 census of in- 
come by occupation, Edwin GoMfield, chief of statis- 
tical reports, claims that from the available figures, 
physicians and surgeons in the US. earn more money 
than any other professional group. 


While this fact may underlie the layman's financial 
jealousy of the doctor—an important factor in the de- 
clining image—the vital question b: Do doctors de- 
serve what they earn? 


With the possible exception of the clergy, no group 


works longer or harder than the medicaL No profes- 
sion requires a more arduous or expensive education. 
In no profession are the requirements for practice and 
promotion more stringent. In no other profession— 
teaching, dentistry, engineering, architecture—are 
students made to serve internships and then to render 
services without feesJ In what other profession does it 
tale a man at least ten years to establish himself? 


Today* honest, capable doctor truly dcsme* tchat 


he earn*. 


Tale next the frequent charge that doctors perform 


needless surgery out of incompetence or fee-splitting 
venality. There is a good deal of evidence that in many 
communities this b true. 


In New York Ory s grsap of expert doctors and 


medical professor,, headed by Dr. Ray TrusseH of 
Columbia University, studied recent medical records 
of 250 Teamster Union members and their families. 


The Columbia University report released in May, 


this year, shows that one-fifth of »T| th- hospital ad- 
missions were unnecessary, that of 60 hysterectomies 
(removal of the uterus) performed, at least 20 were 
needless; of 13 Caesarean sections, only six were 
necessary. One woman, bothered by a small cyst, was 
persuaded by a doctor to submit to major surgery dur- 
ing which her completely normal appendix was re- 
moved. Worse jet, the doctor would not sign her out 
of the hospital until she paid S150. 


In .V«r York City, too, approximately 1500 doctor* 


—or one in erery 12—hace been implicated in an 
insurance claims racket "of conspiring icith latcyers 
la submit false claims, exaggerating medical report*, 
submitting b31s for treatment not administered end 
listing X-ray* that icere nerer lakes." 


Are the doctors of New York an belated, exceptioo- 


group, more greedy and mendacious than the doctors 
of other states, or do they reflect the moral malabe of 
our times? 


There b a mounting belief by the public that the so- 


called "few" rotten apples in the doctor barrel are 
increasing in number, that somrn here along the line 


the physician's altruistic call to serve the sfck has been 
corrupted by his monetary desire to serve himself. 
There is a nagging suspicion that perhaps the doctor 
after all isn't such a great guy, that he's an ordinary 
man with ordinary character weaknesses, beset by and 
submitting to the temptations of selfishness and self- 
aggrandizement hie the rest of us. There's a great 
difference between a father image and a "one-of-tu" 
unage. The difference lies in trust and respect. Nowa- 
days physicians are getting less of each. 


Probably the major cause in the downgrading of 


the doctor* public image it the change tchkh ha* 
token place since World War 11 in the doctor-patient 
relationship. People resent tchat they consider the fm- 
5"""?' 5** expensive business-like treatment ren- 
dered by ocenrorked physician*.

The result is that at a time when the stress and

What is the solution to the problem? What can doc- 
tors do to upgrade their public image?

How DO DocroBf FEEL about their sinling prestige? To 
find out, PARADE turned to one of the nation's great health 
institutions, Tufts-New England Medical Center, Boston 
and assembled the panel pictured above.

Here are some of the points they mader- 


People move around more. They don't stay in the same 
neighborhood as long as they used to, don't develop a stable 
relationship with one doctor. And increasing specialization 
means they see less of their regular general practitioner 
Costs are up. Hospital bills rise seven per cent a year; doc- 
tor and drug costs aren't far behind. But the panel pointed 
out the average patient is perfectly willing to pay for erpen- 
me cars, appliances, etc.. yet skimp on medical bills.

"Consideration is a Very unusual and 


revealing trait in an actor," Wilder main- 
tains. "Most actors consider only them- 
selves. Not Buchholz. I remember when 
we were shooting One, Tiro, Tkrte in 
Munich, Horst had a day off and went to 
lunch with Nelson Gidding.vrho wrote 
the Rama screenplay. Gidding told Horst 
how he wanted him for the part of the 
man who assassinated Gandhi. Horst got 
so excited he drank .two or three extra 
vodkas.

War-Tom Childhood 


Horst Buchholz was born in Berlin on 


December 4, 1933, the son of parents 
who found it so difficult to make ends 
meet that for the first four 3'ears of Horst's 
life they boarded him with foster parents. 
After World War II broke out in I9J9, 
Horst began to experience life in a war- 
torn city. In 1941, after hh sister Heidi 
was born and hH father was drafted into 
the.German army, the youngster was 
evacuated first to East Prussia, then to 
Saxony, and finally to Czechoslovakia. 


"What I learned from the war," says 


Bucfiholr, "was to judge people. I re- 
member in Czechoslovakia I had no 
idea of how the Czechs felt about us.

N A MATTER OF DATS, the world's Erst communica- 


tions satellite—Telstar—will sou into orbil. Shortly 
thereafter, if all goes well, it win emit its first infant 
peeps—tiny electronic signals, undetcctable by ordinary 
scientific equipment. 


Waiting to pluck those signals from spare and trans- 


form them into sounds and television pictures, beamed 
into every home, wiH be the huge horn-shaped object pic- 
tured above, hidden deep in the wooded hills near this 
Maine town. "Earth Station, for Communicating by 
Satellites," says the sign at the entrance. Scientists work- 
ing on the project call it The World's Biggest Ear." 


The Ear will male it possible for the first time to trans- 


mit Ifve television across the ocean. Broadcasts will be 
aimed at the Telstar in the sky, whkh will receive them 
and aim them back down to the Ear. Scheduled to star in 
the first transatlantic telecast are President Kennedy and 
Britain's Oiieen Elizabeth, wholl exchange greetings. By 
the end of the year daily transmission should be under 
way between here and Goonhilly Downs, Cornwall, 
where the British are building their own earth station. 


ESSENTIALLY EARTH STATION, MALNE, b a gigantic 
electronic eir trumpet, made of aluminum and steel, built 
to the precision of the finest watches and weighing 340 
tons. It can pkk up an incredibly minute signal from the 
2 watt satellite transmitter 3000 miles out in space, mul- 
tiply it one billion times, and send it out across the nation 
—as a telephone call, TV program, or news picture. 


The need for such a device is becoming urgent. By 


1980 well male 100 million international phone calls

a year, 20 times as many as now. ThereH be new de- 
mands for world-wide television, world-wide news cover- 
age for people who want to see events and places "lire." 


Says Irwin Wtlber, 38-year-old director of operations 


at Earth Station, "I can easily foresee international tele- 
vision on a round-the<Iock basis within eight years— 
and a vast increase in country-to-country phone calls. To 
do that, though, well need some 60 Telstars continually 
orbiting the earth at the equator and the poles." 


WEiHER AND HIS ASSOCIATES here are all members of 
American Telephone and Telegraph'* Bell Laboratories. 
They're wizards at communications in space. On earth, 
though, they have the same problems as everyone else. 
"We can hear a star squeak 200 million light years away,' 
one scientist told me, "but until recently, to call our wives, 
we had to ring up Mr. Aliston Meisner's general store in 
Andover. That's where the town switchboard is." 


The work here is only a start. Already Germany, Italy 


and France plan earth stations. Newer, more sophisticated 
Telstars will someday pepper the sky. TheyTl bring the 
world into your home. They might even save your life. 


That could happen if a missile ever ran out of control. 


A runaway missile headed, say, for the VS. or the Soviet 
Union could start an accidental war. To prevent such a 
catastrophe,- PARADE editor Jess Gorkin was the first to 
propose a 24-hour direct telephone line between the 
White House and the Kremlin (PARADE, March 20, 
1960). A foolproof means of such direct communication 
would be to bounce the signal off a satellite. If that emer- 
gency ever arises, well all be grateful for the Tehtar.

In many countries, lissing in public is against the 


law. Italian police, who took the other way when 
ladies squeal from a flirtatious pinch, don't hesitate 
to incarcerate public kissers. In Rovigo, Italy. last 
year a couple kissing on a dance Boor were arrested 
and fined $ 16 each. 


Special police squads to halt kissing are responsible 


for a Supreme Court ruling in Italy: that it's a crime 
to kiss in an auto, even if the windows are frosted and 
no one can sec inside. Three months to three yean in 
>ail are the penalties that could be imposed for public 
kissing, a long time to think back on Meeting pleasures, 
and yet Italian girls certainly don'l look neglected. 


In Cairo, Colombo, Bangkok, most parts of Asia and 


in South America kissing al freito, where people can 
see, is considered immoral. Paris, known all over the 
world as an open city for lovers, made a mild show of 
primness in 1953. The famed Citt de b Paix handed 
out cards to customers saying it would be appreciated 
if they would please repress their emotions and not 
display any signs of afTrction over their cognacs. 


Ifs Contagious 


Paradoxically enough, Communist countnet, ichich 


eft not noted for their hifh political principle*, ere 
tery prudish trhen it come* to public luting. In the 
Sotiet Union, fat instance, tthere public display* of 
emotion are considered "ftyet Kn/htrni," the younger 
element has become porl-bench bold, Kitria- ho* be- 
come to precolenl that anti-list propaganda ha* been 
attached to benches in most Komsomol (Communist 
Youth) pail*. One placard reads: 'Citizen*, tale 
earel lafvenza is an infectious disease. It is trans- • 
milled by listing and hand holding." Another teams: 
'Heart ettacls, tuberculosis, cancer and other illnesses 
are transmitted bg listing." Bat the young people, 
tcilh the eztreme self-confidence of their age, find that 
they hare been able to resist all disease* except lore, 
ahich is alto communicable—and so note losing in 
public is at least tolerated. 


In the U.S. political campaigner! have nude ample 


use of the kiss in getting out the vote. While kissing 
babies is the accepted formula for attracting mother's 
vote, it has less publicity value than kissing local 
beauty queens on the tip of the nose. At least these 
pictures get into the paper. 


A veteran political reporter in Washington, who has 


seen much of this type of campaign, reports that kiss- 
ing for votes belongs to the old s»)le flamboyant poli- 
tician. The new breed of ofncc-scrker shies away 
from such corny displays.

Under the microscope of the sociologist, kissing be- 


comes unbelievably complex. Dr. Robert O. Blood, a 
professor of sociology at the University of Michigan 
and author of the current book Marriage, says kissing 
attitudes are a matter of upbringing. 


"It's perfectly acceptable in American society for. 


a wife to kiss her husband after a long absence," states 
Dr. Blood, "even though it may cause the husband 
some embarrassment. 


"In general if it is kept within the bounds of 


propriety, it's all right, but the decision whether to 
kiss or not to kiss in public is related to how people 
are brought up. \VTiile we may be very modern in 
other respects, our society has not changed enough 
to allow intimate behavior in public without offending 
social attitudes.*: 


Some people who might otherwise be disposed to 


show affectionate regard in public hate learned not 
to do so, through bitter experience. In San Antonio 
there's one fellow and his wife who won't go around 
kissing each other in their moving car anymore. They 
both landed in the hospital with bruises and lacerations 
when she kissed him while he was nuking a torn. He 
missed the run e. but made it to the hospital. 


Hello kiss at airport between JFK and Jackie on her arrival home from Greece embarrassed him. - 


If Joseph R. Callahan's wife of six months thinks 


he's not demonstrative enough on meeting her at air- 
ports, bus terminals or even fresh out of the subway, 
there's a reason. Calbhan, who is in charge of the 
U.S. Passport Office in N'cw York, attributes his anti- 
kiss attitude to a childhood experience. 


The reason I don't kiss in public," he reports, "is 


that when I was a little boy of 10, I went to kiss my 
aunt Maggie McKenna goodbye. She was off for a 
vacation, and something happened. Either she moved 
too quickly or I moved too quickly, but I broke her 
glasses, and she never forgave me. She kept referring • 
to me as her idiot nephew for years after because I 
ruined her vacation. I guns I've had a block on kiss- 
ing in public ever since."

The public kiss is no invention of modern times. 


The first recorded Biblical kbs took place between 
Jacob and Rachel at the well. Public kissing in ancient 
Greece was a capital crime. Outdoor osculation was a 
favorite pastime of the British until Other Cromwell's 
Puritan regime forced it indoors and kissing went 
underground.

Suppose you are a machinist displaced by 


a shutdown, a coDege graduate trained for 
an overcrowded field, a mother trying to get 
back in the labor market after rearing her. 
children, an unskilled teenager who bas 
dropped out of school. Can you find a Job? 


Or you may be .a construction worker 


whose job depends upon the building boom, 
z i!rrk unaccustomed to electronic office ma- 
chinery, a family doctor trying to keep up- 
with the latest medical discoveries, a New 
England factory worker wondering whether 
to go West. What future does your job hold? 


Labor Secretary Arthur ). Goldberg met 


recently with a group of men and women 
Csee photos, kft) facing such questions. 
During the present decade, he said, challeng- 
ing new fields will open up while some other 
'jobs wiH be less in demand. 


"Earlier in this century," explains Gold- 


berg, "change occurred at a slower rate. Take 
thf bkrkmith.once a vital occupation in our 
society. The need for blacksmiths dropped 
steadily as automobiles replaced horses. This - 
change was stretched over a period of a 
working lifetime. But change today b entire- 
ly different; it occurs within a few years." 


How wiO your job be affected as the nation 


moves into the space age? Here are the Sec- 
retary's views and predictions: 


Overall job outlook: "During the 1960s we 
expect the number of workers in the U. S. 
to increase by 20 per cent. Job opportunities 
wiO grow at varying rates. Real estate and 
construction work will grow the fastest, with 
employment gains of 30 per cent. 
- 


"White-collar Jobs and service jobs will 


also increase somewhat faster than avcrige. A 
slower growth will occur in skilled and semi- 
skiJW f£o. Unskilled openings will remain 
the same, and farm employment will decline." 


Real estate and construction: "Minions of 
new families in the '60s win push op the 
demand for more homes, schools, highways, 
stores, and facilities of an kinds. Construction 
win boom; real estate activities will flourish; 
finance insurance will benefit." 


Wholesale and retail 'trade: "Here is an- 
other fast growing industry, which should 
bring employment increases of 25 to 29 per 
cent during the decade. Most of the job pros- 
pects are in retail stores but opportunities are 
also growing fsr clerical workers, truck 
drivers, delivery men. porters, • packagers, 
and repairmen of various kinds." 


Government: "A similar increase is pre- 
dicted in government jobs. Most of them will 
be in state and local (Bovemmcst as car peo- 
ple demand more services such as public 
education, health, welfare, recreation." .

Manufacturing: "Our largest employer, the 
manufacturing industry, will provide a 20 
per cent rrnploj-ment increase during the 
1960s—a job growth equal to the national 
average. But this industry wiH produce goods 
for American consumers at a faster rate than 
the expected job increase. The fact is, our 
manufacturing plants are producing more 
with fewer workers." 


Services: The fact that we no longer need 
as many people to produce goods has brought 
about a phenomenal growth of the service 
industry. This trend will continue in the 
next decade and will offer many opportuni- 
ties for such workers as waiters, cools, bar- 
bers, beauticians, policemen, firemen, prac- 
tical nurses, FBI agents." 


Professional and technical: 'For all our 
professional and technical occupation!, we 
can expect over 10 years a growth rate about 
twice that of the labor force as a whole." 


Clerical: "Clerical occupations have been in- 
creasing at a phenomenal rate of over 30 per 
cent during the 1950s. A further increase of 
26 per cent is expected in the 1960s. So 
hundreds of thousands of these jobs will open 
in the next 10 years." 
Self-employed: The number of self^m- 
ployed proprietors will rise only moderately. 
In the retail field, for instance, supermarkets 
are replacing the corner grocery store and 
the meat market." 


Transportation and communications: 'Em- 
ployment opportunities in these fields will 
move up at a much slower pace than in most 
others. In transportation, most of the decline 
has been in the railroad industry. But bus, 
airline, and ship transportation will also offer 
fewer jobs. Openings in communications will 
level off because of automation. A good ex- 
ample is the telephone industry. The use of 
the dial system has increased productivity. 
Ai a result, fewer workers are needed for each 
individual operation although the total num- 
ber of worlers has increased because of great- 
ly expanded phone facilities." 


Agriculture: "While agriculture will continue 
lo offer opportunities, the decrease in the 
number of farms and the increase of young 
people in farm communities make it obvious 
that many farm young people will by neces- 
sity have to turn to other fields of work." 


How will your job change during the'60s? 


It probably wiH become more specialized and 
demand higher education. 


Today's job applicant makes the least 


headway," warns Secretary Goldberg, 'when 
he tells the company personnel manager, 1 
can do anything.' This is true not only for 
white-collar workers but for the majority of 
jobs in our complex industrial economy. 


'Even in highly specialized work, further ' 


- specialization is required. The young person 


seeking a professional job should remember, 
too, that often applicants are not accepted 
unless their school grades are high." 
. __ 


.'.' You can also expect your job to become 
more automated. In offices, electronic com- 


-'• puten are taking over more of the paperwork. 


' Those who handle routine volume work can • 


- expect to find their jobs changed or abolished. 


To put it another way, the fastest-growing 
clerical occupation is office machine operator. 


Automation will also bring changes in 


blue-collar work. A recent technological 


- breakthrough, for instance, may affect the 


jobs of more than I million machine .workers 
In this country. Engineers ran now translate 
part dimensions, tolerances, and other data 
into numbers, then feed them into electronic 
devices which translate the numbers into ac- 
tions, such as rutting or drilling. 


'Employers today are looking for workers 


w ho have the potential to learn more and to 
learn quickly the new skills and techniques 
opening every day in their businesses and in- 
dustries," says Goldberg. "Ihe substitution 
of mechanical equipment for manual labor 
will continue during the '60s. We are the 
greatest automated technological country in 
the world. If we hadn't improved our tech- 
nology, we would still have the same low 
labor standards as people in other countries." 


What will happen to your job may depend, 


too, upon where you work. For the job op- 
portunities won't be spread evenly. Employ- 
ment growth in California, Florida, the 
Rocky Mountains, and the Southwest has 
been twice the national average. In the South- 
east, growth has been slightly slower. Most 
sluggish areas: New England, the Middle 
Atlantic and East North Central states. Yet 
these three areas still provide 6O per cent of 
aH manufacturing jobs, half the sen ice, trade 
and transportation jobs, 40 per cent of those 
in construction and government. 


But Goldberg warns: "Workers may not 


only have to acquire occupational mobility, 
but geographic mobility as well, depending 
on their interests and abilities and what they 
look for in a job." 


How can you find a job if you need one? 


The problem of unemployment," says Sec- 
retary Goldberg, 'is an area problem, of 
course, but h is also a national problem. 
There is no single solution. The federal gov- 
ernment has a responsibility, as do the state 
and local governments, private employers 
and labor unions. We all have to work to- 
gether to realize our goal of full employment. 
An)body who wants to work in our country 
ought to be able to w ork." .. 


Concludes the Secretary: "American work- 


ing men and women have proven themselves 
the most versatile, best equipped, and most 
productive in the world. Changes in industry, 
forecast for the '60s, are not revolutionary. 
Occupation changes have been taking place 
throughout our industrial history, and our 
workers have deak with them an along."
